WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The 
war powers of the President and 
of Congress are sufficient, the War 
Labor Board ruled today, to per- 
mit the board to make decisions 


in labor disputes even though | 
these decisions may contravene the 
legisiation of a particular state. 

In the same opinion, written by 
Wayne L. Morse, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Oregon Law School and 
a public member of the board, the 
agency held there was nothing in 
the War Labor Disputes Act (the 
Connally-Smith Act) to keep the 
board from ordering the inclusion 
of the maintenance of membership 
clause in contracts between unions 
and employers. 

Representative Howard W. 
Smith (Dem.), Virginia, whose 
name is on the act in question, has 
asserted that it forbids “union. se~} 
curity” rulings of “this character 
by the board. The prohibition, 
Smith contends, is carried in the 
provision that the board's orders 
shall conform to the ter the 
National Labor Relations : 

Dean Morse, for the board, took 
a diametrically opposite position. 

“No law of a state which is 
gimed at inserting conditions in a 
collective bargaining contract be- 
tween an employer and the bar- 
gaining agent of the employes,” 
the opinion stated, “can be said to 
supersede any order of the War 
Labor Board regulating relations 
between employer and employe in 
time of war when the power to 
issue that regulation flows from 
the war powers of the United 
States.” 

The opinion was written in a 
case involving the Wisconsin Em- 
ployment Peace Act, which pro- 
vides that an agreement for union 
security is invalid unless “three- 
fourths or more of the employes in 
the collective bargaining unit shall 
have voted affirmatively by secret 
ballot” in favor of the union se- 
curity. 

The WLB directed the J. Greene- 
baum Tanning Co. of Milwaukee 
to grant a maintenance of mem- 
bership clause and dues checkoff 
to the International Fur and 
Leather Workers’ Union of Amer- 
fica and Canada (CIO). The com- 
pany objected on the ground that 
the board was forbidden to do 
this both by the Wisconsin law 
and by the Connally-Smith Act.

Mayor Considers Inclusion if He Calls Board 
to Act on Finances—16 Aldermen 
for Revocation. 


A proposal that the Board of Al- 
dermen reconsider the “secret” 
rating code section of the recently 
amended milK control ordinance 
may be included in the call of 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann for a 
special session of the board, if he 
determines a special. session is 
needed, the Mayor announced yes- 
terday, 

The board is in —— un- 
til Sept. 24, but Mayor Kaufmann 
said he has been giving serious 
study to the proposal of Comptrol- 
ler Nolte that a special session of 
the board be called to consider 
revenue-raising proposals Nolte has 
submitted. 

The dating code section, which 
permitted dairies to substitute code 
letters for the dates of pasteuriza- 
tion formerly printed on milk bottle 
caps, resulted in a storm of pro- 
test from civic, medical and labor 
organizations when it was ruled by 
the City Counselor’s office last 


week that the Health Commission- 
er could not reveal to anyone the 
key to the code. This concealed 
from consumers the date of pas- 
teurization of the milk they pur- 


The Mayor’s announcement came 
after Board President Edgar S. 
Nicolai and 15 other Aldermen had 
told the Post-Dispatch they would 
vote in favor of a repeal measure. 
Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg 
announced earlier he would intro- 
duce a bill to repeal the secret dat- 
ing code section. 

The 16 votes represented by 
these men constitutes a majority 
of the 27 active members of the 
board, The twenty-eighth mem- 
ber, Herman Novack of the Fifth 
Ward, is now with the Army in 
Sicily. 

Besides Nicolai and Ziegenbalg, 
others who said they would vote 
to repeal the dating code section

Range of the OPA ceilings for 
bourbon whisky in quarts and 
blended and Scotch whisky in 
fifth-of-a-galion bottles are as fol- 
lows: Bourbon from $3.15 to $4.33; 


blended from $258 to $4.58, and 
Scotch from $4.94 to $6.72. 

A survey by the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed that in Many cases 
the new price limits are higher 
than those dealers now profess to 
be charging. A reporter found, 
however, that some stores do not 
display price markers on _ all 
brands, and that some dealers 
accuse other dealers of charging 
exorbitant prices to soldiers and to 
persons who appear to be from out 
of town. 

Should the ceilings allow exces-

Police last night raided a newly 
opened gambling establishment at 
8103 North Broadway, finding 
nine men and two women seated 
around a dice table, which was not 
in use at the moment, 

The establishment, known as | 
“Baden Recreation,” opened for 
business Friday, the day after Vic 
Doyle’s gambling casino at 319A 
Missouri avenue, East St. Louis, 
had closed its doors as the result 
of the third bombing in a month. 


Customers who formerly patro- 
niged Doyle’s casino had been 
steered to the North Broadway es- 
tablishment by men stationed on 
the southwest corner of Third 
street and Washington avenue who 
provided automobiles — so-called 
“shill cars”’—for this purpose. 

The raid took place shortly after 
8 p. m., being conducted by Sgt. 
John Sieloff of the Gambling 
Squad with the assistance of De- 
tectives E. Hoffman and H. Dep- 
pendahl, 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw 
two police cars, followed by a 
patrol wagon, draw up near the 
North . Broadway’ establishment. 
The three officers pushed their 
way past attendants at two doors 
and entered the inner room, where, 
they reported, they found no gam- 
bling going on at the time, every 
one in the room being seated 
around the inactive dice table.

$3200 WPB Aid’s Diary Backs 


s Work in a Week 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP). 
—A former $3200-a-year employe 
of the War. Production Board 
who told the Byrd Committee he 


could have done all the work as- 
signed him in one day a week 
sent the economy group a diary 
of his office life today to back 
up his statement. 

Although he said he was a grad- 
uate of Harvard Business School 
employed to compile statistical re- 
ports, the day-by-day.account of 
his activities apowed such entries 
as these: 

“July 21. Punched pages and 
put them into notebooks.” 

“July 23. Made one trip to 
Standard Oil building.” 

He now has been drafted into 
the Army and he told the com- 
mittee he was glad of it. 

“I certainly have not been éarn- 
ing $3200 a year,” he wrote. “I 
may have earned a messenger’s 
salary or a file clerk’s salary, but 
no more. I feel it would be more 
acculate to say that I did not 
hold a job, but merely occupied 
a chair and a desk.” 

He said a greet deal of time 
was spent by his fellow employes 
in personal conversations, long 
telephone calls and studying rac- 
ing forms.

DEFENSES OF NAZI 
GHTY SMOTHERED 
BY R.A. F. ATTACK 


Undertaken—33 Bomb- 
ers Lost—Other Targets 
Blasted.

LONDON, Aug. 28 (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force bomber command, 
reaching deep into Germany, 
poured a hail of blockbuster bombs 
last night on Nuremberg, Nazi 
pageant city and manufacturing 
center, and overwhelmed German 
defenses with a rie seit weight 
of exploding steel, 

The bomb tonnage in this second 
saturation blow of the week—fol- 
lowing up the Monday night as- 
sault on Berlin—was not disclosed, 
but it was one of the greatest 


bomber fleets ever sent against 
Germany. In total strength, how- 
ever, indications were that it 
ranked under the heaviest armadas 
which have blasted the Reich. 
Thirty-three bombers were lost 
in this attack and other raids, in- 
cluding Mosquito assaults on the 
Ruhr, and fighter and intruder 
stabs at airfields and railways in 
France and the low countries. 

It was the eighth raid on Nurem- 
berg, site of Diese] engine, electric 
and aluminum manufacturing, and 
a railroad funnel to Italy. It took 
the bombers on a 1100-mile round 
trip.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 29 (Sunday) 
(AP).—King Christian III of Den- 
mark was reported today to have 
threatened to abdicate if the Dan- 
ish Government accepts a German 
ultimatum placing the kingdom 
under full Nazi military control. 

Provisions of the ultimatum, 
brought back from Berlin by Ger- 


man Minister Werner Best, were 
said to have included provisions 
for a. state of siege, military tri- 
bunals empowered to inflict the 
death penalty on saboteurs, a bar 
on strikes, a general curfew, com- 
plete Nazi control of the Danish 
press, and imposition of a heavy 
fine 6n the city of Odense, where 
the wave of rebellion originated. 

Swedish-Danish telephone com- 
munications were severed sudden- 
ly last night—the usual Nazi tac- 
tic when events of extraordinary 
importance are taking place. Trav- 
elers reaching Malmoe from Den- 
mark said the government “of 
Prime Minister Erik de Scavenius 
already had resigned. 

Indications that the Danish peo- 
ple were preparing to protest 
against the change in German pol-

LONDON, Aug. 29 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Soviet troops, rapidly de- 
veloping their newest break through 
the German lines from Sevsk, 
plunged on over the bodies of 


2000 Nazi dead yesterday for gains 
of three to five miles and recap- 
tured more than 50 villages to draw 
nearer to the vital Bryansk-Kiev 
Railway, Moscow announced today. 

The Red Army was believed to 
be within 15 miles of that transport 
and communications link whose 
capture would sever the German 
southern and central fronts. 

More than 1400 other Germans 
fell before the Russian armies 
driving westward into the rich 
Ukraine from fallen Kharkov, far 
south of Sevsk. Moscow said this 
column had captured more villages 
and reached the Psel river, 100 
miles west of Kharkov, and then 
veered southward in an enveloping 
movement on Poltava. 

Junction Heavily Bombed. 

Poltava, historic battleground 
where Peter the Great defeated 
Charles XII of Sweden, is a rail 
junction 90 miles southwest of 
Kharkov and its fall would sever 
one of the major links between 
Kiev and the southern front. The 
town was heavily raided again by 
Soviet bombers Friday night, as 
was Roslavi, midway between 
Smolensk and Bryansk.

Berlin Denies Illness 
Stemmed From Row 
With Hitler Over 
Troops to Fight. Russia 
—Son, 6, on Throne.

LONDON, Aug. 28 (AP).—King 
Boris III of Bulgaria died today 
at 4:42 p. m. (9:42 a. m. St. Louis 
time) and his six-year-old son, 
Simeon, succeeded to the throne 
as King Simeon I, the German 
radio announced, 

Boris’s death—at the age of 49— 
whether by illness or assassination 
—raised the critical question 
whether the Nazia would be able 
to tighten their slipping control 
of the reluctantly-aligned Azig gat- 
ellite, or whether as in the last 
war the Balkan nation would be 
the first to open Germany's back 
door to the Allies. 


Berlin broadcasts recorded by 
the Associated Press said Premier 


“stand still firmer around the 
throne of the kink.” 

The proclamation added that, by 
constitutional provision, the Minis- 
terial Council “will take over ad- 
ministration of Bulgaria until «a 
settlement of the problem of the 
regency.” 

Nazi Version of Cause of Death. 

The Germans said Boris had 
died of sudden heart disease cou- 
pled with lung troubles, after a 
five-day illness. Berlin vigorously 
denied that this illness had 
stemmed from a violent quarrel 
with Hitler at his headquarters, 
when Boris reportedly still refused 
to send Bulgarian troops to fight 
Russia, 

Unconfirmed reports received in 
Ankara said Boris was shot in the 
stomach by an assassin. 

The royal family was at Boris’s 
bedside when he died at his palk- 
ace, and the king’s standard was 
lowered as Philov announced the 
news to Bulgaria by radio.

Signs Indicate New Interpretation of Quebec 
Statement — Atmosphere Is 
Changed. 


The Evening News said it under-. 
stood Eden would begin planning 
the three-power meeting even be- 
fore Churchill returns home. 

In the light of all these things, 
the joint declaration issued at 
Quebec by Roosevelt and Churchill 
is re-read here with these conclu- 
sions: 

1—That reference to “any tri- 
partite meetings which it may be 
‘possible to arrange’ with Soviet 
Russia” would scarcely have been 
made in such relatively clear 
terms if negotiations for such a 
meeting had not been well ad- 
vanced, , 

2—That neither Roosevelt nor 
Churchill would have raised such 
a possibility, considering the in- 
calculable importance of the mat- 
ter in the whole course and direc- 
tion of the war, in the absence of 
a good reason to believe it could 
be brought about. 

3—That a meeting of the three 
Allied leaders would almost cer- 
tainly involve positive and compre- 
hensive British and American de- 
cisions for the kind of “second 
front” Stalin wants, and that he 
would have prior knowledge of 
those decisions, 

This was assumed for the reason 
that Stalin’s position all along has 
been widely understood to be that 
he would meet with Churchill and 
Roosevelt only on conditions he 
deemed to be thoge of full military 
partnership in Europe—a partner- 
ship in which he holds a new ma- 
jor front to be a necessary part. 

Until the rise today of many in- 
dications of improvement in the. 
Russian situation, it has been a 
thoughtful and in some quarters 
an angry week in. London, with 
the announced results of the Que- 
bec meeting producing a good deal 
of initial disappointment. 

Such disappointments have been 
premature before, and there is 
much to indicate they might be 
premature this time.

representatives. 

The signs suggested, too, that 
such a meeting—if held—would 
mean that the United States and 
Great Britain were prepared to 
grant substantial satisfaction of 
Russia’s insistence on a new front 
in Western Europe. 

To inquiries about a three-power 
war conference, a foreign com- 
mentator observed simply that he 
was unable to comment whereas 
the earlier reply had been that 
nothing was known of such a con- 
ference. 

The possibility of a meeting of 
the heads of the three allies has 
leaped to the forefront of all Brit- 
ish discussion with the publication 
of reports that Stalin already had 
agreed to meet Allied leaders and 
circulations of rumors via Rome 
that he was making plans to go 
to the Caucasus soon to meet Brit- 
ish and American political as well 
as military representatives, 

The alteration in the atmosphere 
was unmistakable.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 28 (AP).—

The Swedish protest recalled 
previous Gernian attacks on Swed- 
ish shipping in international wa- 
ters, and said the latest “serious 
incident” had deeply agitated pub- 
lic opinion in Sweden. — 

The two Swedish boats were 
sunk late Wednesday night by 
three German minesweepers off 
the northwest tip of Denmark. 
Twelve fishermen are believed to 
have drowned, Two other boats 
escaped. 

A foreign office statement an- 
nouncing the protest said in part: 
“The fact was recalled that, in 
connection with earlier cases when 
Swedish fishing boats in'these wa- 
ters were fired at by German 
ships, the Swedish Government 
had expressly made reservations 
against a proclamation of blockade 
in these zones in international wa- 
ters and that the Government re-, 
fused to recognize the German 
view that German forces within 
certain areas“in international wa- 
ters were entitled to fire without 
previous warning on Swedish fish- 
ermen ...” | 

In addition to demanding to 
know what measures Germany 
would take to prevent a repetition

The fishing boat incident was 
the first to occur since neutral 
Sweden took a bold course earljer 
this month, and barred. the ship- 
ment of German war material and 
troops across her territory to Axis- 
held Norway.

time Japanese troops have quit 
fighting and run away—this time 
fron Bairoko Harbor on New 
Georgia Island in the central Solo- 


mons, 

But unlike their sneak from 
Kiska through the cold fog of the 
Aleutians, their second evacuation 
cost them hundreds of soldiers, 

The liquidation of the iast enemy 
garrison on New Georgia last 
Thursday was announced tersely 
in today’s communique from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. Details were 
supplied by officers of the South. 
Pacific naval forces. 

American troops had been clos- 
ing in on Bairoko since they cap- 
tured the Munda airdrome, 10 
miles to the gouth, on Aug. 5. The 
only resistance at the end came 
from a few Japanese stragglers. 
The others had fled, or lost their 
lives in an attempt to reach Vila 
on Kolombangara Island across 
the narrow Kula Gulf. 

Hundreds of Japs Killed. 

Hundreds of the Japanese were 
killed when torpedo boats sank 
their heavily-loaded barges in Kula 
Gulf, said a spokesman at the 
South Pacific headquarters of 
Adm. William F. Halsey Jr. The 
deadly P-T boats turned loose with 
50-caliber machine-gun fire on 
barges loaded with 80 to 250 Jap- 
anese apiece. 

A spokesman at Admiral Hal- 
sey’s headquarters said the occu- 
pation of Bairoko seals the doom 
of 10,000 Japanese in the strong 
garrison at Vila. It leaves Bou- 
gainville Island in the Northern 
Solomons as the only enemy oper- 
ating base in that group of islands. 

The spokesman emplasized that 
the Japanese are not putting up a 
fight against American occupa- 
tion of Vella Lavella Island, 45 
miles north of Munda. Vella La- 
vella was taken Aug. 15. The en- 
emy troops on Vila are hemmed 
in between that island and New 
Georgia.

DIFFICULT ‘TO TELL 


‘BLUE’ FROM ‘RED’ 


Whistles Not Synchron- 
ized on Latter Signal, 
Gave Impression of 
Continuous Blast. 


The revised St. Louis air raid 
warning signal system was tested 
at noon yesterday to familiarize 
citizens with the new audible code 
that will be employed in the actual 
blackout demonstration scheduled 
to begin at 9:45 o’clock Tuesday 
night. 

The signal test, which was de- 
signed to acquaint St. Louisans 
with the sound of the new signals 
and which did not affect normal 
activities, began at noon, when 
143 whistles and sirens sounded a 
’ continuous blast—the “blue” sig- 
nal that announces the “approach 
of enemy planes.” The “blue” sig- 


nal continued for two minutes and 
then after a brief silence was fol- 
lowed by the “red” signal—inter- 
mittent blasts indicative that the 
“enemy planes are overhead and 
bombs are dropping.” The test 
ended at 12:10 o’clock with a re- 
turn to the “blue” signal. 

Defense Co-ordinator Harry D. 
McBride expressed’ satisfaction 
wth the test, asserting that it 
was “especially effective in the 
downtown area.” He added that 
only one whistle operator sounded 
the “red” signal prematurely. 

However, police reported that 
the signals were almost inaudible 
in three districts: the Lynch Street 
Station, 2727 South Twelfth boule- 
vard; the Newstead Avenue Sta- 
tion, 14 North Newstead avenue, 
and the Page Boulevard Station, 
1304 Union boulevard. Also many 
observers reported that it was dif- 
ficult to distinguish between the 
“blue” and “red” signals because 
the latter were not synchronized 
and gave the impression of un- 
broken blasts. 


The sounding of the “blue” signal 
Tuesday night will warn all per- 
sons to prepare for a blackout, the 
third held here. By the time the 
“red” signal sounds all traffic 
must be halted, all persons must 
have found shelter and all lights 
extinguished or shrouded. The 
end of the test at 10:25 p. m. will 
be announced by radio and indi- 
cated by the relighting of street 
lights. 


The test, embracing Missouri 
and eight other states in the Sev- 
enth Service Command area, will 
see virtually all of the 33,450 mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Defense 
Corps mobilized. This number will 
include 6000 air raid wardens and 
900 auxiliary policemen who will 
patrol beats and enforce blackout 
rules and regulations. Members of 
medical units, rescue squads, aux- 
iliary fire companies and other 
emergency workers also will be on 
duty at district or zone stations. 
Firemen will be stationed at all 
fire alarm boxes to prevent anyone 
from turning in a false alarm dur- 
ing the test. 

Three practice incidents will be 
staged to test the efficiency of the 
civilian defense workers. An apart- 
ment building at 6008 Marmaduke 
avenue will be the scene of a 
simulated bomb disaster and sev- 
eral “casualties” will be rescued 
from the basement. Emergency 
medical workers will evacuate 
“casualties” from a lodge hall at 
2604 Cherokee street as fire guard 
squads extinguish “incendiary 
bombs.” Two persons “trapped” on 
the third floor of a building at 
4544 North Kingshighway will be 
rescued by workers employing fire 
ladders. 

The blackout will be the first 
of three special tests scheduled for 
the August-September-October pe- 
riod. Only short notice wil] be 
given before the September and 
October tests.

MEAT SHORTAGE HELD 
LIKELY IN“ 43 AND “44 


Less Beef Produced in Corn 
Belt Due to Cost of Grain, 
Says Trader, 


A serious meat shortage late 
this year and in 1944 is a definite 
probability unless steps are taken 
to restore confidence in cattle 
feeding in the Corn Belt, H. D. 


Wright, manager of the Producers’ 


Live Stock Commission Associ- 
ation at National Stockyards de- 
clared yesterday. 

In spite of exceedingly high de- 
mands for meat, Wright said, 
farmers in the St, Louis market 
territory are producing less beef 
this year than last. The reason, 
he said, is reduced cattle feeding 
this year, compared with previous 
years. 

Wright pointed out that the Corn 
Belt cattle raisers produce a large 
portion of the country’s beef. 
These raisers, who in the past have 
purchased thin cattle at terminal 
centers for fattening and finish- 
ing on grains,.are confused and 
discouraged this year by the low 
selling prices of finished stock in 
relation to the cost of replace- 


= |ment material. 


Shipments of thin cattle inte 


‘ lilinois during the first six months 


o- this year, Wright said, were 18 
per cent below those of 1942, and 
similarly, shipments into Missouri 
were 12 per cent below the corre- 
sponding period in 1942. At Nation- 
al City, he added, 34 per cent few- 
er thin stock was purchased by 


cattle men for fattening during the 


first three weeks of August, than 
in the same period last year. 

In addition to the low selling 
price of finished stock, farmers 
are not fattening cattle this year 
because of the labor shortage, 
Wright said. Another contributing 
factor to reduced buying for fat- 
tening is the dry weather in some 
sections, which constituted a 
threat to pastures and feed crops. 

“For many months,” Wright said, 
“our association, along with other 
livestock groups, have warned of 
the danger to meat * production 
caused by wartime regulations 
which discourage cattle raising at 
a time when maximum production 
is essential. It must be remem- 
bered that the total livestock popu- 
lation of the country, estimated at 
78 million head, includes a large 
number of cows, heifers and calves 
being kept for milk stock and also 
a large number being retained for 
breeding.” 

Representatives of St. Louis cat- 
tlemen will attend a meeting 
Thursday at Kansas City at which .

and means of increasing produc- 
tion to meet wartime needs. The 
meeting is under the auspices of 
the Kansas City Chamber of Com- 
merce.

HUNTED FUR SEALS 
WITHIN JAP RANGE 


Forty St. Louisans employed by 
the Fouke Fur Co. took part in a 
secret sealing expedition in the 
Pribilof Islands, in the Bering 


Sea, within bombing range of the 
Japanese then on Kiska Island, 
making a record-breaking take of 
117,164 skins. 

Disclosure of the expedition, 
made yesterday by Secreta of 
the Interior Harold L. Ickes, end- 
ed a strict censorship maintained 
over the resumption of sealing op- 
erations, which were halted by a 
military order to evacuate the is- 
lands last year, when only 127 
skins were taken. 

The St. Louisansg, all volunteers, 
with 143 other sealers, both native 
and white, included highly skilled 
men of the kind the St. Louis com- 
pany had sent to the islands every 
year for more than a quarter cen- 
tury in order to insure proper cur- 
ing of the skins, Philip B. Fouke, 
president of the concern, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

For 31 years the Fouke Fur Co. 
has held an exclusive contract 
with the Federal Government for 
dressing and dyeing the skins and 
selling them at public auction, and 
it also holds contracts with the 
governments of other countries. 
Proceeds turned over to the United 
States Treasury since 1918 have 
amounted to $8,700,000, Fotke said.

WATER CONSERVATION TO SAVE 
CHEMICALS TO BEGIN SEPT. 15 


Conservation of the use of water, 
as part of a national campaign to 
conserve vital chemicals, coal and 
manpower for the war effort, will 
begin here Sept. 15 under the di- 
rection of the Office of War 
Utilities, Water Commissioner 
Thomas J. Skinker, a member of 
the committee which helped plan 
the campaign, announced yester- 
day. 

The idea is not so much to save | 
water, Skinker explained, as it is 
to save chemicals used for treating 
it; coal for pumping, and man- 
power. About 26,000 tons of 
chemicals and 72,000 tons of coal 
were used at the city water works 
during 1941, he said. 

Cutting down the wasting of 
water by being more careful of its 
use, by repairing leaky plumbing 
and stopping unnecessary lawn 
watering will tend to conserve 
those vital war materials, Skinker 
pointed out.

In the air raids on Poltava and 
Roslavl, the Russians said, several 
freight trains loaded with ammuni- 
tion and equipment were set afire 
by direct hits. Enemy romes 
also were targets for the raiders. 

Russian losses during the night’s 
far flung raids were two planes,

The dissenting regular and al- 
ternate CIO members of the board 
— Van A, Bittner, John Brophy, 
Carl J. Shipley and Delmond 
Garst—gave these reasons for their 
opinion that miners are entitled 
to pay for underground travel: 

1. The administrative ruling on 
the Fair Labor Standards Act, con- 
firmed by the Circuit Court of Ap-

there’s no distinction between coal 
mining and other mining.” 

2. The War Labor Board has ap- 
proved time and.one-half for all 
work In excess of seven hours in 
any day for coal miners in .the 
Illinoia contract. This ruling was 
made independent of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act provisions 
providing for time and a half for 
work over 40 hours in any week, 


Board “has relied upon the pro- 
visions of previous contracts to 
determine the basis for the pay- 
ment of overtime.” 

3. Since the outstanding con- 
tracts in the coal industry provide 
for time and one-half in excess 
of seven hours in any one day 
and since travel time underground 
is working time, “we are of the 
opinion that this board should 
direct, and, if the parties s0 
agree, this board should approve, 
the payment to the coal miners for 
their time spent underground on 
the basis of premium pay of time 
and one-half in excess of seven 
hours in any one day.”

SHOWS FLAWS IN 
ANTISTRIKE AUT 


Repeal of Strike Notice 
Will Be Asked—Ballot 
Reported Used Against 
Employers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP).— 
Officials administering the two- 
month-old War Labor Disputes Act 
disclosed tonight that they intend 
to ask Congress to repeal] the act’s 
strike-notice provision. 

There have been 180 strike no- 
tices filed so far and 13 strikes 
voted but none called. 

The officials contend that unions 
and independent groups have been 
using the strike ballot provision as 
a handy tool to serve half a dozen 
purposes, none of them intended 
by the act, and confusing the en- 
tire labor relations picture. 

Arguments to persuade Congress 
to change the law, it was disclosed, 
will include the thesis that reli- 
ance on labor’s no-strike pledge 
and, on the War Labor Board's 
newly acquired “sanctions” power 
would provide a more workable 
way to handle the situation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Point- 

ing to “a plague of strikes” in the 
plants of Chrysler Corporation—66 
from December, 1941, to January, 
1943, and numerous other “produc- 
tion-crippling” walkouts since that 
time—the .War Labor Board as- 
serted today that obviously a “se- 
rious flaw” in the labor lations 
of the company had —— 7* 
a result of which its production for 
the war had fallen short of what 
the country had “every right t6 
expect.” 

The board’s opinion, written by 
its vice-chairman, Dr. George W. 
Taylor, called on the corporation 
and the CIO United Automobile 
Workers of America, the bargain- 
ing agent of the workers, to “as- 
sume their collective bargaining 
responsibilities, instead of burden- 
ing the board by expecting it to do 
their bargaining and thinking for 
them on every minor issue.” 

The opinion set forth the rea- 
sons for the board’s recent unani- 
mous decision ordering the ap- 
pointment of an impartial chair- 
man to adjudicate disputes left un- 
settled by the Chrysler ag 
board, and denying the union 
maintenance-of-membership and 
check-off clause, without prejudice 
to the right of the union to renew 
its request for such a clause at 
the end of six months. 

The corporation, said the opinion, 
could be proud of its engineering 
and management skills, and the 
international officers of the union 
had sought to give full effect to 
the no-strike agreement. Never- 
theless, there was “cause for con- 
cern” in the record of strikes, some 
of which had occurred even during 
WLB panel hearings on disputes. 

“The union,” Dr. Taylor wrote, 
“argues that the company is large- 
ly responsible for the strikes be- 
cause of an alleged provocative at- 
titude and a failure genuinely to 
accept collective bargaining as the 
foundation of its industrial rela- 
tions program. The company at- 
tributes blame to the union on the 
basis of alleged internal political 
wrangling and a failure of local 
leadership to accept the responsi- 
bilities of leadership. There is 
evidence on the record which 
seems to give some support to both 
contentions.”

Act,” he said, “gives the desig- 
nated representative of a majority

Boris was born in Sofia, educat- 
ed in Bulgaria, and spoke English.

Reason for the official caution in 
basing predictions upon this figure 


6.1 is that ah increase of 21 per cent 


in a single year is almost too good 
to be true, 


One Forecast Failed. 


The Conservation » Commission 
also remembers 1940, when all sur- 
veys pointed toward a good quail 
crop and the commission confi- 
dently predicted good hunting. 
That year, however, a fall drouth 
delayed coveying and just before 
the season opened a freakish cold 
snap sent the birds into woodland 
cover. The result was an unsatis- 
factory season for many hunters. 

With the exc@ption of 1940, the 
summer census has proved to be 
a fairly reliable forecast of fall 
hunting success. In 1942 it came 
within 3 percentage points of pre- 
dicting the average number of 
birds killed per gun-hour by sever- 
al hundred co-operating hunters 
who annually send in reports of 
their season’s kill to Dr. Bennitt. 
In 1941 the summer census missed 
complete accuacy in forecasting 
hunting success by only 5 per cent. 
In 1940, the freakish season, it was 
off 13 per cent.

Sitting Tight in Nondefer- 
in. Belief 
They Won’t Be Drafted 


rable Jobs 


Before Oct. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP).— 


An Associated Press survey showed 
today that most of the thousands 
of fathers in nondeferrable jobs 
and not eager to get into uniform 
figure they’re perfectly safe in 
waiting to “see what Congress 
does” about the father-draft when 
it reconvenes Sept, 14. 

“They could be drafted tomor- 
row,” said Col. George Baker, 
chief of Selective Service Man- 
power Division He pointed out 


there was nothing in the draft reg- 
ulations to guarantee immunity to 
fathers sitting tight in nondeferra- 
ble jobs under the impression they 
will not be called before Oct. 1 at 
least. 

He referred to pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers (those with children born 
before Sept. 15, 1942) who haven't 
transferred from  nondeferrable 
jobs to other work, registered with 
the United States Employment 
Service to do so, or volunteered for 
induction. 

Another Misconception, 

The Associated Press survey 
turned up one other major mis- 
understanding about the regula- 
tions: that a pre-Pearl Harbor fa- 
ther who happens to work in one 
of the 35 essential activities can’t 
be drafted even after Oct. 1. 

The truth is that unless he is 
personally deferred as an irreplace- 
able individual, he can be inducted 
before a man not in an essential 
activity, provided the latter isn’t 
engaged in nondeferrable work. 

For example, a father engagec 
fin shipbuilding but not irreplace- 
able as an individual could be 
taken before a taxicab driver, a 
professional baseball player, a law- 
yer or a banker, whose work is 
neither essential nor nondefer- 
rable. Pre-Pearl Harbor fathers 
in any of these lines, however, hold 
immunity from induction—but not 
from reclassification to 1A until 
Oct. 1, providing they are support- 
ing their children in their homes. 

How to Gain Immunity. 

Although fathers in nondefer- 
rable jobs lack that immunity, 
they can get it by taking other 
work—it doesn’t have to be in an 
essential activity, although that 
holds better opportunity for gain- 
ing individual deferment, but it 
has to be something that is not 
nondeferrable. 

They can get a 30-day immunity 
from reclassification by register- 
ing for a job-transfer with the 
employment service and having 
that registration certified to their 
local draft boards. 

Those who elect to remain in 
nondeferrable work are protected 
by the draft regulations against 
being inducted ahead of physic- 
ally-fit non-fathers who haven't 
been deferred individually. Fur- 
thermore, every man is entitled to 
a 10-day period to appeal from 
his reclassification to 1-A and to 
10 days’ advance notice on an or- 
der to report for induction. How- 
ever, the two 10-day periods can 
be concurrent so that a man can 
be inducted exactly 10 days after 
his board reclassifies him. 

Quotas a Factor. 

It all adds up te the fact that 
men who are still in the new non- 
deferrable designations which 
were announced two weeks ago 
today, and who are registered with 
draft boards that are short on 
nonfathers to meet September 
quotas, may be inducted before 
Congress gets back in session. 

Their only barriers to induction, 
outside a new job, are physical dis- 
ability, well-established conscien- 
tious objection, or circumstances 
that would cause their induction 
to result in “extreme hardship and 
privation” to their families. 


BLACK MARKET MEATS CARRY 
DISEASE DANGER, DOCTOR SAYS 


Black market meats are “recre- 
ating the food-bourne menaces of 


pro-modern times when people 
lived in constant danger of con- 
tracting diseases and sicknesses 
from the things they ate,” Dr. 
Walter E. Bailey said yesterday at 
the War Emergency Clinical Con- 
ference of the St. Louis Osteo- 
pathic Foundation. 

Dr. Bailey, a St. Louisan and 
president of the American Osteo- 
pathic Association, pointed «out 
that the Federal inspection system 
has spent nearly a century in 
stamping out more than 40 animal 
diseases and conditions, many of 
which are transmittable to man. 
He said black markets are caus- 
ing these diseases to “loom again 
as a serious threat to the national 
health.” 

“Black market meat is not in- 
spected, and the slaughterers and 
black marketeers know little -and 
care less about whether it is dis- 
eased or contaminated,” Dr. Bailey 
told the conference, which was 
held at the De Soto Hotel. “Cook- 
ing does not provide a dependable 
safeguard against these condi¥| 
tions, because of 80 Many peoples’ 
acquired preference for their meat 
rare,” he said.

Stores After War 


asoi|Can Be Built in Two Weeks—Scale Model 


Will Be Exhibited at Famous- 
Barr Co. 


A scale model of a six-room pre- 
fabricated house which could be 
built and made ready for occu- 
pancy within a two-week period 
and which would be merchandised 
through department stores for con- 
struction after the war, will be 
placed on exhibit tomorrow at 


Famous-Barr Co. 

The house represents one of 40 
different types of permanent 
homes designed by the Homasote 
Co., of Trenton, N. J., for sale 
nationally. The homes would be 
built in factories located in 52 
large cities and would be assem- 
bled on the owner’s lot. Roof, sid- 
ing, paint and interior decoration 
would be applied after the main 
structure is erected, so that it 
would not be possible to distin- 
guish it from a home built in the 
conventional manner. 

Houses planned for sale on this 
basis are expected to cost some- 
what less than present-day con- 
struction, although the emphasis is 
placed on speed of building rather 
than a low price. 

The principal types of houses to 
be offered by this company would 
be from three to seven rooms in 
size and would cost from $1800 to 
$8000, exclusive of the lot. Labor 
in the factory and on the site 
would be performed by union car- 
penters, plumbers, electricians and 
painters who would be paid the 
prevailing union scale, J. L. Hil- 
drefh, a representative of the 


Homasote Co. who is in charge of 
the exhibit, told a reporter. 

The homes would be financed 
through banks and would be eli- 
gible for Federal Housing Admin- 
istration mortgages. The mer- 
chandising plan extends to the 
formation of savings clubs to en- 
courage prospective owners to set 
aside sufficient sums in cash or 
war bonds to buy a house after 
the war. 

It will be possible under the 
plan to buy what the company 
terms a “package” house, which 
will be complete from dishes and 
furnishings to trees, grass and a 
lawn mower. It is thought this 
will appeal to newlyweds who, 
owning a lot, may order a Cape 
Cod cottage the day before the 
wedding and return from a two- 
week honeymoon to find it com- 
plete. 

The construction plan of the 
Homasote Co., which now is en- 
gaged in building mass housing 
projects in the vicinity of war 
plants, is to fabricate walls, par- 
titions, ceilings and roof sections 
in a factory. The sections are in- 
sulated and are fitted with win- 
dows, plumbing fixtures and elec- 
trical connections, The _ sections, 
which can be as large as 8 by 14 
feet in area, are hauled to the 
lot and bolted or nailed together 
on a concrete foundation prepared 
in the usual manner.

BAGS 7 AXIS PLANES 
ON SINGLE MISSION 

Former Secret Service Man 


Awarded D. S. C. for His 
Unique Feat.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 28 (AP).— 
Staff Sgt. Benjamin F. Warmer, 
former secret service guard as- 
signed to the United States Treas- 
ury Department, has been awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross for 
the — ——— feat of shoot- 
ing down seven Axis planes on a 
singlé Flying Fortress mission over 
Gerbini, Sicily, on July 5. 
The cross was pinned on the 6 
foot 6 inch 275-pound gunner by 
Lt. Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, commané- 
er of the Northwest African Air 
Force, at an advanced Fortress 
base on Aug. 26, which was both 
Warmer’s twenty-ninth birthday 
and his seventh wedding anniver- 
sary 
Warmer’s ‘iat en all-time Fort- 
ress record—was accomplished in 
a record raid in which United 
States Flying Fortresses knocked 
down 42 out of 100 enemy fighters 
which attacked them. Warmer’s 
plane accounted for 13. 
Gen. Spaatz praised the marks- 
manship of the gangling Univer- 
sity of California graduate, who 
was paid $25 for making a para- 
chute jump at a county fair and 
later became a real member of the 
Caterpillar Club when he was com- 
pelled to bail out of a Fortress 
which ran out of gasoline in pitch 
darkness over Algeria. 
Over Gerbini, the citation said, 
“he shot an ME-109 in flames as 
a formation of 30 fighters at- 
tacked his element, A few minutes 
later he destroyed two more ME- 
.1109s, forcing the pilots to bail out. 
Again two more attacked. One 
of these was exploded by the ac- 
curate fire of Sgt. Warmer’s gun.

LOST FLYER REACHES BASE, 


SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUIN- 
EA, Aug, 26 (Delayed) (AP).—Lt. 
LeGrand. Kneeskern of Kirkville, 
N. Y., missing in the jungle since 
July 31 when he bailed out of his 
P-38 fighter over the mountains of 
Central New Guinea, returned to 
base this week to discover he had 
been promoted to the rank of Cap- 
tain. 

Lt. Kneeskern’s plane ran out of 
fuel. In leaving the plane he cut 
his scalp, probably from contact 
with the radio antenna. 

Kneeskern said he landed in a 
tree and went five days without 
food before he ate his “D” rations.

Return to stockholders ‘of con- 
trol of the Forest Park Hotel Co.

Stockholders 
have held the certificates since a 
yoting trust was instituted for 
the hotel in May, 1933. 

The certificates are to be ex- 
changed for voting stock in de- 
nominations equivalent to the cer- 
tificates held by a number of St. 
Louisans, as well as outside in- 
vestors. 

Originally financed by the for- 
mer S. W. Straus & Co. of Chi- 
cago, the hotel at Euclid and West 
Pine was turned over to a board 
of trustees headed by the late 
Thomas N. Dysart when it ran 
into heavy weather in depression 
years. 

Although dissolution of the vot- 
ing trust was automatic, outstand- 
ing obligations have been reduced 
from more than $150,000 to about 
$120,000 under the arrangement. 
A dividend of $2.50 a share was 
declared Aug. 21. 

Occupancy of the hotel in the 
first six months of 1943 has been 
more than 90 per cent, and operat- 
ing profit has appreciated in the 
game period in excess of 35 per 
cent over 1942, a spokesman for 
the company said. 

Since the death of Dysart, Bert 
Stampfer, vice-president of the 
company, has become acting presi- 
dent, and it was over his signa- 
ture and that of M. A. Rosenthal, 
also a trustee, that letters calling 
in the certificates were mailed. 
New officers of the corporation 
will be named in January.

But “by and large the integrity 
of industry has not been chal- 
lenged,” John Darsey, assistant 
director of the unit, told the Post- 
Dispatch in discussing the work. 
“The cases we prosecute are the 
exception rather than the rule.” 


In the official view, the wonder 
is, not that some crookedness has 
come to light, but that the amount 
of it is so small. The actual money 
involved, in relation to the vast 
sums being spent, is small indeed. 


Mostly Petty Chiseling. 


Most of the cases involve petty 
chiselers—so-called agents who try 
to cut themselves in on fees for 
obtaining government contracts. 
Some cases involve plain and 
simple fraud—the substitution of 
inferior material for goods which 
meet Army and Navy specifica- 
tions. Others have arisen, it is 
frankly admitted, not through any 
desire to defraud or cheat the 
government, but out of terrible 
haste and urgency of the war pro- 
gram, 

Many companies have taken on 
government contracts beyond their 
most optimistic capacity. They have 
sought to maintain their prewar 
position in their field and so have 
extended themselves beyond 
reasonable limits; or, again, they 
have sought to maintain a 
monopoly position in a particular 
field and this has necessitated 
crowding out all competitors. Also 
some companies have been per- 
suaded by Army or Navy to take 
on more work than they could do. 


The Truman committee recently 
made public a blistering report 
against the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation and the Curtiss-Wright 
Corporation. The committee found 
that through excessive zeal of 
salesmen and relations built up 
with the War and Navy Depart- 
ments in prewar years, Curtiss- 
Wright “has enjoyed spectacular 
and unprecedented success in ob- 
taining war contracts.” The total 
on March 1 was $4,717,500,000, more 
than any other corporation except 
General Motors. 

The Truman charges were sub- 
mitted to the war frauds unit of 
the Department of Justice, but the 
unit found virtually no evidence 
for action against the plane com- 
panies. This, apparently, was an 
instance of extraordinary over-ex- 
pansion. 


Slowdown Threatened. 


Now business spokesmen are in- 
sisting that such broadside charges 
as were fired by the Truman com- 
mittee will have the effect of slow- 
ing down the whole plane pro- 
gram, These spokesmen say that 
plane manufacturers, fearful of 
Senate attack, will insist on such 
ironclad inspection as must in- 
evitably slow down output. Me- 
ticulous care and  overcaution, 
they argue, are certain to mean 
delays. 

These representations have not 
impressed Senator Truman. Only 
a few days ago (Aug. 20), after a 
three-hour hearing at which it 
was shown that the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation’s Lockland 
(O.) production had fallen off to 
one-sixth after the original Truman 
broadside, Senator Truman said: 


“The Lockland plant is one of 
the most perfectly tooled in the 
country, but it is also one of the 
worst managed we have found... . 
There must be improvement of

it over.”

He told the 
Senate that an F. B. I, investiga- 
tion revealed that Johnson, Hart 
and the others had set up an 
elaborate system to pass cable 
tested for only half the voltage 
called for in military specifica- 
tions. 

“The men who did this dreadful 
thing would be lined up before a 
firing squad if they were in Ger- 
many or Russia,” Bone said in 
the course of his impassioned 
speech. 

After the disclosures by the war 
frauds unit, Bone said, the Army 
Signal Corps ordered all its sup- 
nly depots to segregate wire and 
cable from the Marion Anaconda 
plant and use it “for maneuver 
and training purposes only.”

The News; Red-HeadedandIrish,

he knows very well, 


Only in British politics would 
such a phenomenon as Brendan 
Bracken be possible. The British 
are always happy to adopt outsid- 
ers of brains and brilliance who 
can serve their cause, The tra- 
dition goes far back into the period 
of England's growing greatness 
and may indeed be one of the rea- 
sons for that greatness. 


Bracken is an Irishman who was 
educated in Australia. Returning 
from Australia in 1919, at the age 
of 18, he was penniless and un- 
known. In the quarter of a cen- 
tury that has intervened he has 
made himself a powerful figure in 
contemporary life, the owner of 
important publishing properties. 


One reason, perhaps the chief 
reason, is that early in his political 
career he attached himself to Win- 
ston Churchill. His loyalty has 
been unswerving. During the years 
of appeasement, when Churchill 
was openly ridiculed, Bracken was 
almost his only follower. Together 
they constituted a party of two—a 
rump party within the Conserva- 
tive party, 


Pugnacious in Debate. 


The two men have many simi- 
larities, Bracken has something of 
the Prime Minister’s gift of lan- 
guage. He can hold forth, either 
in the House of Commons or at a 
dinner table, with uncommon bril- 
liance. As Minister of Information 
he has given critics of his policy 
an unhappy time when they have 
stood up in the House to reproach 
him, Before he took over, the Min- 
istry of Information in London was 
almost as much of a national shoot- 
ing gallery as Elmer Davis’ Office 
of War Information, but Bracken 
put an end to that by his forth- 
rightness and his pugnacious abil- 
ity to defend himself. 


In England Bracken is the sub- 
ject of many romantic legends, 
none of which he bothers to deny. 
In Who's Who he lists himself as 
the son of the late J. K. A. Brack- 
en, born at Ardvullen House, Kil- 
mallock. He was educated in Syd- 
ney, Australia, where he went in 
1915, 

On his return to England he 
entered a career of journalism gnd 
his rise was meteoric, By 1925 he 
had become a director of Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, printer to the King 
and publisher of Bibles, prayer- 
books and official publications. 
His publishing interests rapidly 
expanded and he became a direc- 
tor of several papers. 

In 1929, Bracken waz first elect- 
ed to Parliament as a Conservative 
from North Paddington. His con- 
stituency was made up of middle- 
class and lower-class Londoners 
and he won his victory in a hotly

WASHINGTON, Aug. 238. 


URING the course of this war Washington has seen a surprising 
number of British Cabinet members but none more remarkable— 
always excepting Prime Minister Churchill himself—than the pres- 
ent visitor, Minister of Information Brendan Bracken, who has come 
down from the Quebec conference for a quick look around at a country 


Lord of the Admiralty in the cab 
inet of Neville Chamberlain dure 
ing the months of the “phony 
war,” Bracken was his pariia- 
mentary private secretary. This 
meant that he carried his political 
burdens for him. When Chamber- 
lain fell, with the collapse of all 
his makeshift policies, and 
Churchill became Prime Minister, 
Bracken continued to serve him in 
Parliament. 


He was an invaluable aid in 
those trying and painful months 
when the Luftwaffe ranged over 
Britain bombing and burning. His 
duties were not by any means con- 
fined to politics or Parliament. In 
a very real sense he was 
Churchill’s chief lieutenant. 


MOI Once Ineffective. 


First under Chamberlain and 
later under Churchill, the Ministry 
of Information was sound and 
fury signifying very little. The 
first Minister of Information, Lord 
MacMillan, was repeatedly at- 
tacked in the press both for what 
he did and did not do, This phase 
was caricatured by Evelyn Waugh 
in a puckish novel called “Put Out 
More Fiags,” in which the Min- 
istry is described as a cheerful 
madhouse run by the inmates. 

MacMillan was followed by the 
inept Alfred Duff Cooper; who 
fared but little better. Duff Cooper 
was finally sent out to preside over 
the liquidation of Singapore and it 
became necessary to find a new 
victim for the Ministry of Infor- 
mation. Churchill asked his friend 
Bracken to take the troublesome 


post. 

From the beginning Bracken 
adopted an aggressive line. He an- 
nounced that he intended to make 
available to the press all possible 
information on the war. There was 
to be no nonsense. He would co- 
operate to the fullest extent with 
the working press. 


Bracken Carries Weight. 


Because he is so close to 
Churchill, Bracken has far greater 
weight with other Government de- 
partments than any official dealing 
with information has had here in 
Washington. He has insisted on 
the right of the press to have all 
information that does not actually 
involve military security or jeopar- 
dize relations with friendly powers. 
The contrast between London and 
Washington is particularly acute in 
the military field. The Admiralty, 
the War Office and the R. A. F. 
maintain their own public relations 
offices, but they work closely with 
MOL 

Bracken has had, of course, & 
tremendous advantage over Elmer 
Davis, his opposite number in this 
country; an advantage that is in 
some respects inherent in the Brit- 
ish form of government. As a mem- 
ber of Parliament, he sits on the 
government bench on the floor of 
the House. There he can respond 
directly to his critics on equal 
terms. He certainly has not hesi- 
tated to talk back when the Min- 
istry of Information has been un 
der fire. 

Bracken soon cured random ad 
versaries who thought they could 
make a whipping boy of the Min- 
istry. He administered such ver 
bal trouncings that members of 
the House thought twice before 
venturing criticism. 

Last Spril he took after Capt. 
Alec Stratford Cunningham-Reid 
in an attack such as the House 
had seldom heard before. Cunning~ 
ham-Reid, one of the most unpop- 
ular members of the House, to put 
it mildly, said that the Ministry of

The Seeds 


Brendan Bracken, British Minister of Informa- 
tion, brands as “unconscious fifth columnists” any 
persons who suggest the possibility that Soviet Rus- 
sia might make a separate peace with Germany. 
Mr. Bracken is very positive about this and very 
stern in his clearly implied demand that the sub- 
ject be not discussed. 

With all respect for Mr. Bracken, and in complete 
sympathy with the generally excellent rule that 
vicious rumors should not be bandied from mouth 
to mouth, we should like to ask Mr. Bracken some 
questions. We address Mr. Bracken, not as an 
individual, but as representative of a point of view 
that is held in high places. 


How Peace Talk Started. 


How does it come about that people are actually 
suggesting the possibility of a separate peace, and 
that the first rumors of it originated last week from 
“unofficial observers” in Mr. Bracken’s own London? 

Is it not true that the peace talk started when it 
was suddenly announced by Stalin that Litvinoff 
would not return as Ambassador to the United 
States, and after Ambassador Maisky had been sum- 
moned home from London? 

We don’t know who are the “unofficial observers” 
quoted by the press, but we do know, whoever they 
are, that they are drawing certain historical par- 
allels that we had all better study in deadly earnest. 

Just as ordinary gossip-mongers in wartime are 
fools who may do serious hurt to their country, by 
the same token it would be a crime to close the 
mouths and minds of citizens when a whole long 
series of events has demonstrated that there is a 
rift shetween Soviet Russia, on the one hand, and 
the United States and Britain, on the other. 

Under these circumstances, we regard it as a 
service to the country to do exactly the opposite 
of what Mr. Bracken suggests for the purpose of 
finding out the causes of the rift and how it can 
be cured, with full recognition of the possible ca- 
lamitous results if it is not healed. Must we wait 
until calamity descends upon us, or should we not, 
by taking thought, and action, avert it? 


A Lesson From History. 


Everybody knows what happened the last time 
Stalin used Litvinoff as a symbol. In the spring 
of 1939, Litvinoff was replaced as the Soviet For- 
eign Minister by Molotov. It is one of the tragedies 
of modern statesmanship that this move was not 
properly interpreted at the time. 

Will not Mr. Bracken agree that the removal of 
Litvinoff, as can clearly be seen now, meant that 
Stalin, after attempting to work out a collective 
security system with the Western democracies, gave 
it up as a bad job? He felt the democracies would 
not work with him, so, being a realist, took the step 
of making a marriage of convenience with Germany. 

Stalin was under no illusions about what Hitler 
thought of Soviet Russia. - It’s all right there in 
Mein Kampf. Next to the Jews, Hitler hates the 
Communists worst. He called them “the scum of 
the earth” and he openly promised in Mein Kampf 
that he would annex the Russian territory of the 
Ukraine to Nazi Germany. So Stalin played ball 
with Hitler in order to gain time for what he felt 
was an inevitable assault on Russia. It was inevit- 
able, and it came in June, 1941, and by that time 
Stalin was ready for it, and we can thank our lucky 
stars that he was. Is it necessary to remind anyone 
that Russia is still the only nation that has met the 
mighty German Panzers in mass array and turned 
them back? 

May we ask Mr. Bracken if it is not prudent, 
when Stalin takes Litvinoff from Washington and 
the similarly symbolic Maisky from London, to ana- 
lyze it in the light of what happened in 1939? Might 
it not connote an impatience with Anglo-American 
policy, and possibly a major shift in methods, just 
as it did in 1939? : 


Long Series of Disagreements. 


It is /not a very subtle or obscure move Stalin 
pm Are we to remain quiet and sit tight, 
afd even ignore this move, when it might mean 
danger to us? And when we speak of danger,.why 
is it not prudent to contemplate the worst, namely, 
the possibility that hordes of Nazi troops might be 
released from the Eastern front to make our posi- 
tion incredibly more difficult in the establishment 
of a second front? 

Is it not true that the Litvinoff and Maisky in- 
cidents follow a long series of open disagreements 
between Soviet Russia and ourselves and the Brit- 
ish, and that they gain -great cumulative force 
when read in the light of those disagreements? 

Haven't the Russians been clamoring for a sec- 
ond front for two years? Haven’t they made it 
crystal clear that this has ‘been promised? Haven't 
they said, as Stalin did in the Cassidy letter, that 
he expects his Allies to make good their obligations? 
It’s all there plainly. 

At short intervals, Soviet publications, speaking 
with official weight, have repeated the call for a 
second front; they have said they do not regard 
either Africa or Sicily a second front; they have 
even defined what they mean by a second front— 
one which should divert from 50 to 60 divisions 
from the East. 

While this is the major source of openly expressed 
Russian disappointment, there have been numerous 
other points of friction of a political nature. 

The Russians resent the expression of fears in 
America and Britain that the Baltic states, which 
were historically a part of Russia before the last 
war, will again become a part of Russia when the 


| war is over. Well, now, this is to Russian eyes

in somewhat the same category as if they were im- 
pudent enough to tell us to give Texas back to 
Mexico. And are we going to fight a third World 
War for Latvia, Estonia and Lithuania? 

Why, the Russians wonder, was recognition with- 
held until only recently from the guerrilla fighters 
in Jugo-Slavia, known as the Partisans, while the 


favor of Britain was lavished upon another group 


of guerrilla fighters under Gen. Mihailovic? Both 
sides are patriots, but we snubbed one to lavish 
praise on the other. , , 

Fierce resentment was shown by Russia when the 
Polish Government-in-exile in London, which has 
enjoyed the warm favor of the British Government, 
asked the International Red Cross to investigate 
the alleged murder of 13,000 Polish officers in Rus- 
sia. And who made this charge in the first place? 
None other than Dr. Goebbels.

A Cordon Sanitaire? 


Is it not: significant that the Russians broke off 
relations with the Polish Government-in-exile and 
then turned around and recognized a group of Poles 
who are now in Russia? 

Is it not significant that the Russians set up a 
“National Committee of Free Germany,” composed 
of war prisoners, without consulting its allies? 

Why is London reported to have tried to per- 
suade Benes of Czecho-Slovakia not to go to Mos- 
cow to sign a 20-year military and political alli- 
ance with Soviet Russia, although London itself 
has such an alliance? 

Does this not stimulate Russian suspicion that the 


with great influence in Middle Europe, and that 
perhaps it is the hope of the Western democracies 
to form a cordon sanitaire around the Soviet 
Union? 

Do not incidents like these show distrust on 
both sides, as though they were sparring for post- 
war position, when thé important thing is to get 
on with the war and compose political differences 
along the way as stanch allies should? 

In the case of North Africa, it seems plain that 
Russia did not understand our deals with former 
Fascists; that Russia favored De Gaulle whom we 
have repeatedly snubbed. 

And when we finally gave a grudging and lim- 
ited recognition to the De Gaulle committee, Rus- 
sia pointedly and caustically gave free and full 
recognition. 

So incident has piled upon incident until the 
time has come when any man, reviewing them in 
their impressive number, must wonder if something 
is not damnably and dangerously wrong. 


The People Should Speak. 


And, if this is a reasonable deduction from a 
mass of incontrovertible facts, had we not better 
do something about it and do something about it 
fast? Since our leaders seem remiss in composing 
the differences, then, in the great and glorious tra- 
dition of American democracy, the people, despite 
Mr. Bracken, should speak out and demand action 
from their leaders. Our people are not weak and 
craven puppets. They have the power to mold their 


own destiny. , 


hordes are ever released from Eastern Europe 
through some ghastly blunder of statesmanship, it 
may mean the death of millions of Americans who 
would not otherwise have died and an agonizing 
prolongation of the war. _ 

Looking beyond to the postwar years, an irrecon- 
cilable break with Russia would in all probability 
produce a vast global rivalry. It might take the form 
of cleavage between Britain and the United States, 
on the one hand, and Soviet Russia, on the other. 

Or it might, even more tragically, take the form 
of co-operation, to the disadvantage of the United 
States, between Britain and Russia, which are 
already bound by a 20-year treaty and by a strong- 
ly sympathetic attitude on the part of the Brit- 
ish public. This sympathy might well become 
,>urstingly apparent when the 1935 clamp on general 
elections is lifted and the Conservative party no 
longer has its power guaranteed by war emergency. 

Such a bond might well impose upon us an 
economic isolation, with inevitable political and mili- 
tary consequences, Thus, out of the failure of 
Anglo-American-Soviet accord could rise the monster 
of World War III. 

Like it or not, we have got to recognize the fact 
that Russia will emerge from this war as a great 
power and, for those timid souls who look with hor- 
ror at the prospect and who by wishful thinking 
would seek to prevent such a thing, it may be some 
small reassurance that we were able to live in the 
same world with Soviet Russia for the last 25 years 
without impairment to our institutions. And while 
many spent this time in obsession against the pos- 
sible danger of Russia, it was the Nazi Hitler who 
proved to be infinitely more dangerous. 


The One Big Fact. 


Let’s not sow the seeds of disaster. Let's not 
permit prejudices, great or small, to cloud our minds 
in this, a vital hour. Let’s recognize the fact that 
our relations with Soviet Russia are drifting from 
bad to worse, and even though a real second front, 
which may be in the near offing, would go far 
toward healing the breach, along with it should be 
created a spirit of co-operation and understanding. 

The one big, central, electric fact is that, if Brit- 
ain and America lose Russia as an ally, the greatest 
blunder in the history of statesmanship will have 
been committed. For God’s sake, let’s not make 


that blunder!

But let us hope that those who will be 
responsible for many of the fundamental 
decisions which may irrevocably affect 
aviation’s future will not forget that a 
great fund of knowledge is stored in the 
minds of men and of companies, long active 
in every field of aviation, who have met 
and surmounted difficulties in the past far 
more severe than problems yet to be 
encountered, 


Direct governmental intervention in the 
ownership, management and operation of 
air transport enterprise has been familiar 
in European countries, yet, as we all know, 
the progress of America’s aviation, in both 
domestic and fdreign commerce, ha’ led 
the world, 


There lies ahead not only further tech- 
nological improvement but also the great 
task of commercial development, the task 
in which American private initiative is 
peculiarly fitted to excel. 


Private Airlines Are Efficient. 


Our private air transport organizations, 
built up through so many years of hard 
experience, are functioning today even 
more effectively than ever, before. Those 
same organizations will be ready 6n the 
instant to carry out with equal dispatch 
and efficiency the responsibilities of peace- 
time commerce when this bitter war is won. 

I turn now to another question, bearing 
on the means for aviation’s best develop- 
ment, which is the proposal that Federal 
regulation be extended to all air commerce, 
whether between points within a single 
state or between points in different states. 
Few steps to assure the sound development 
of aviation are as essential as this. 


There is no question but that the prac- 
tical necessities of aviation’s best develop- 
ment require regulation by a single juris- 
diction exclusively—and in our system that 
can be. accomplished only through complete 
Federal regulation. 

It is inconceivable that the air space of 
our nation should be divided into forty-eight 
parts for the purpose of regulation, with 
the regulations of a forty-ninth jurisdiction 
added on top of the forty-eight others. 


Need for Federal Regulation. 


Not only would such a system of multi- 
regulation gravely impair the efficiency 
and resources of the industry, but it would 
make virtually impossible the rapid mobil- 
ization of the industry for any purpose, at 
any point, at any time, in the national 
defense. 


It is the sober fact that under such 
multi-regulation many things done for our 
country’s defense in the field of transpor- 
tation by air since Pearl Harbor either 
would have been impossible or would have 
been possible only at the dangerous cost 
of time-consuming arrangements with 
many State and local government bureaus, 
coupled with deliberate winking at legal 
requirements, 

We are able to appraise the likely bar- 
riers in the use of air commerce in the 
national defense which would arise from 
individual State regulation because of the 
experienceg during the past year and a 


~~ 


half in other, fields, especially ‘the motor 
carrier field, 


In such fields there undoubtedly is real 
need for State regulation, which justifies 
uch cost as there may be in loss of effi- 
clency in certain instances. But no such 
need exists in the case of air commerce. 
On the contrary, as the Committee of 
Aeronautical Law of the American Bar 
Association points out, the regulation of 
air commerce can be accomplished properly 
only through exclusive Federal action. 


There is another problem in connection 
with aviation’s development for the future, 
in the interest both of commerce and the 
national defense, which is basic. That is 
the assuring of a strong aircraft manu- 
facturing industry. 


Assure Peacetime Output. 


One among other reasons that the in- 
dustry suffered so seriously after the last 
war was the failure to assure a reasonably 
immediate demand for its products. It 
was many years before the second-hand 
and converted military airplane had ceased 
to occupy a dominant place in America’s 
peacetime skies. 


After this war the industry will face the 
same danger. It is imperative that steps 
be taken to assure that history will not 
repeat itself. 


Despite the appearance of immediate 
saving in initial cost, the attempt to utilize 
converted military aircraft on any appre- 
ciable scale in this country, or on our prin- 
cipal world trade routes, would be a gross 
mistake, So far as bombers are concerned, 
we all know that they are built for a 
specific combat purpose and are ill-suited 
to needs of commerce. So far as military 
transport planes are concerned, we all 
know that many of them will be obsolete 
in a very short time. 

It would therefore be a major tragedy 
were our nation to pursue a pennywise 
policy of planning for absorption of mili- 
tary aircraft in our peacetime commercial 
system. What we must do is to plan so 
far as possible for complete new equipment 
throughout our system of air commerce.

Times lost no time in pushing eastward 

with the Allied forces, They observed tank 

skirmishes and reactions of the natives, and 
questioned American soldiers on how it felt 
to meet the Germang for the first time. 

Especially good are the author’s stories 
of how American soldiers gradually learned 
to enjoy tea about as well as the British 
Tommies and how the Yanks, flushed with 
occupation money, grabbed up the stocks: 
of fine wines and luxury goods in North 
African shops. 

Bennett, among others, realized early in 
the North African drive that the Allies 
didn’t yet have as much manpower and 
fighting equipment as they hoped the Axis 
would believe they had. The sight of a 
few Gen, Grant tanks thrilled the natives 
but tank destroyers were sorely needed in 
those early rounds, 

“A severe handicap to Allied plans for 
a rapid advance was the lack of artillery 
to strengthen our positions,” Bennett says 
of the bitter fighting that led the Allies 
through the capture of Medjez el Bab and 
to within seven miles of Tunis with « 
minimum of air support. 

When Bennett's office wired him to re- 
turn to London, he reluctantly returned te 
Oran. He learned in talks with fighting 
men that the Allies were learning how to 
fight the Germans and he observed the 
constant stream of supplies pouring toward 
Allied bases. He was confident that in a 
few months, with supremacy in men, air- 
planes and supplies, the Axis would be 
forced to bid adieu to Africa, 7 

On his return to England, Bennett stopped 
at Gibraltar. His description of the big 
rock fortress and his estimate of its value 
in the Mediterranean phase of the war 
are an excellent job, one of the best of the 
book.

than would have been made so soon without American pressure. 


In deference to British pressure, 
the United States gave a larger 
measure of diplomatic recognition 
to the French Committee of Na- 
tional Liberation at Algiers than 
otherwise would have been accord- 
ed. On the other hand, the Brit- 
ish, in deference to American 
wishes, accorded the Algiers com- 
mittee much more limited recogni- 
tion than the British actually wish 
to give. 

The military moves agreed upon 
at Quebec will not become known 
in their precise detail until actuail- 
ly put into operation, but they, too, 
represent a seriés of compromises 
between the two governments and 
the fighting services of the United 
States, Great Britain and Canada. 

Relations between these coun- 
tries and China ought to improve 
as a result of the decisions reached 
at Quebec and the invitation to 
China to participate in the person 
of T. V. Soong, Chinese Foreign 
Minister. 

A Russian Dissent. 

Relations with the other major 
United Nation, Russia, do not ap- 
pear to have deteriorated material- 
ly as a result of measures adopted 
at Quebec, but there is as yet no 
evidence that Russian relations 
with the United States and Great 
Britain have been improved by 
» Quebec. 

The determination of the United 
States and Great Britain to employ 
their amphibious forces and mari- 
time strength in the Mediterrane- 
an, the Pacific and the Indian 
Oceans during the coming months 
rather than for the purpose of 
immediately attacking Germany in 
France and the Low Countries, 
continues to meet with loudly- 
voiced Russian disapproval. 

The Russians believe that if 
the Americans and British would 
land in Western Europe now in- 
stead of some time next year,, 
Germany could be licked this 
year. 

As Russian armies score fresh 
guccesses against the Germans, 
Russian aloofness and determina- 
tion to conduct an independent 
diplomatic policy grow more ap- 
parent. The Russians long have 
disapproved of the American and 
British attitude towards Gen. De 


Gaulle and the French Committee. 


of Nationa’ Liberation. 


Symbol of Resistance. 


To Moscow, as to the people of 
eccupied France and the French 
empire, Gen. De Gaulle symbol- 
izes uncompromising French re- 
gistance to the Axis. For that 
heroic resistance and because of 
De Gaulle’s prestige in France, 
Moscow has been willing to over- 
look Gen. De Gaulle’s reactionary 
views and difficult personality. 
De Gaulle’s envoys were cordially 
received in Moscow when they 
were given the freezeout in Wash- 
ington and were somewhat coolly 
treated in London. 

When all the Frenchmen op- 
posed to the Axis submerged their 
differences to form a committee 
at Algiers jointly headed by De 
Gaulle and Gen. Giraud, Moscow 
was more keen than ever to have 
that committee recognized as the 
legitimate French authority. 

For reasons not always identi- 
@al with those motivating Moscow, 
the governments in exile likewise 
wished to see the Algiers commit- 
tee recognized as the legitimate 
government. The British, who at 
times have found De Gaulle very 
hard to get along with, also pri- 
vately favored full-fledged recog- 
nition of the Algiers committee as 
an immediate war measure and in 
the interest of postwar relation- 
ships. 

The American Government, how- 
ever, steadfastly objected to rec: 
ognition first of Gen. De Gaulle 
and later of the Algiers commit- 
tee which is made up of 10 French 
civilians and three generals be- 
sides the disfavored De Gaulle. 


Reasons for U. S. Attitude. 

It would require considerably 
more space than is available here 
to set forth adequately the com- 
plicated factors influencing the 
American attitude toward recog- 
nition. Aside from objections to 
De Gaulle’s difficult personality 
there is a strong suspicion in high 
American official quarters that 
De Gaulle is at heart a Fascist. 

There is a belief that we owe 
it to the people of occupied France 
to assure them an absolutely free 
choice of government when they 
are liberated and an assumption 
that recognition of the Algiers 
committee would give it unfair 
advantage in the postarmistice 
period. 

In some quarters it is alleged— 
without proof—that the American 
Government has made commit- 
ments to Marshal Petain which 
preclude recognition of such a 
group as the Algiers committee. 
Others surmise that our military 
leaders do not wish to be embar- 
rassed by French authority during 
the difficult military qperations 
anticipated when France is in- 
vaded. 

Critics of the American policy 


argue that the surest way to pre- 
vent De Gaulle from setting up a 
Fascist regime im liberated France 
is to strengthen the djplomatic po- 
sition of the Algiers committee 
whose 10 non-military mem 
show a strong disposition to k 
De Gaulle as well as the — 
generals in check.

regime, The French are a proud 
people, long accustomed to gov- 
erning the affairs of others as 
well as themselves who resent and 
will not long tolerate dictation of 
their internal affairs, it is argued. 
Giraud on Downgrade. 

Gen. Giraud’s influence in French 
affairs has deteriorated steadily 
despite Washington’s efforts to as- 
sist him by stipulating that Ameri- 
can arms and other aid will be 
forthcoming to him but not to Gen. 
de Gaulle, it is reported from Al- 
giers. 

The British, for their own sake 
as well as in deference to the 
wishes of the governments in exile 
domiciled in London, wish to be on 
good terms with the French. On 
the other hand, the British cannot 
afford to go counter to American 
views on France. The British de- 
sire to reconsider Anglo-American 
policy towards the. Algiers com- 
mittee and postwar France prob- 
ably was one of the main reasons 
for convoking the Quebec confer- 
ence, 

The conferees at Quebec were 
jolted by the announcement that 
Soviet Ambassador Litvinoff would 
be replaced at Washington by a 

omparatively unknown young dip- 
— Shortly before Quebec, 
Ambassador Maisky, who had rep- 
resented Russia with distinction in 
London, was replaced by a man 
previously accredited to Canada, 
one of Russia’s least important 
missions. } 

The recall of Russia's two best 
known envoys from the capitals of 
Russia’s major allies may be inter- 
preted as a desire to have their 
extensive knowledge of European 
and American affairs at the dispo- 
sition of the Kremlin with a view 
to larger Russian participation in 
world politics, It is true, also, that 
whenever Roosevelt or Churchill 
have something . particularly im- 
portant to discuss with Russia, 
they send a topflight personal rep- 
resentative to the Kremlin. 


Other Straws in Wind. 

Even with such allowances, how- 
ever, Stalin's action and preceding 
developments appear to indicate 
less Russian inclination to culti- 
vate the United States and Great 
Britain than formerly and to fore- 
shadow a more isolationist Soviet 
foreign policy. 

While Roosevelt and Churchill 
were revamping their French poli- 
cy at Quebec, the Kremlin let it 
be known that for a month their 
Ambassador had been prevented 
by the United’ States from visiting 
the French committee in Algiers. 

The Russians were equally irked 
by British objection to a journey 
to Moscow by Edouard Benes, 
President of Czecho-Slovakia. Brit- 
ish objections, which are believed 
to have been due to a desire to try 
to improve relations of the Polish 
Government in exile with Russia, 
have now been waived in deference 
to Russian wishes, and Benes is 
expected to enter into an alliance 
with Russia similar to that signed 
between Great Britain and Ruasia 
on May 26, 1942, — 

The Russians have now endeared 
themselves to the French by un- 
qualifiedly recognizing the Algiers 
committee as “the representative of 
the state interests of the French 
Republic and leader of all French 
patriots fighting against Hitlerite 
tyranny.” Fullfledged diplomatic 
representatives will soon be ex- 
changed between Moscow and Al- 
giers. 

The United States, on the other 
hand, limited itself to recognizing 
the Algiers committee as “admin- 
istrating those French overseas 
territories which recognize its au- 
thority.” President — Roosevelt 
bluntly stated that this action “did 
not constitute recognition of a 
government of France or of the 
French Empire.” 


Subject to Military Needs. 


Our recognition that the Algiers 
committee governs what it has 
succeeded in winning over to its 
jurisdiction was made “subject to 
the military requirements of the Al- 
lied commanders” which would 
seem to frustrate the committee's 
hopes of playing a part in the gov- 
ernment of liberated France unless 
the liberated Frenchmen refuse to 
accept any other rule. 


The British recognition of the 
Algiers committee, as a matter of 
high policy is similar in substance 
to ours but is couched in some- 
what more cordial terms than is 
the American recognition. The

TALY still has five fine, speedy

The experience of the battleship 
Cavour, which received a direct 
hit at a range of 13% miles in an 
en ement off the toe of Italy 
on July 9, 1940, is thought to have 
convinced the Italians that any 
general fleet action would be dis- 
astrous. 

Since that time their force of 
subsidiary ships, eight-inch gun 
cruisers, six-inch gun cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines have 
been so heavily reduced that it 
would be difficult. to organize an 
effective screen for the capital 
ships even if the Italians wished 
to risk them. Only two eight-inch 
gun cruisers, seven six-inch gun 
cruisers and a very small number 
of destroyers still are fit for ac- 
tion—less than 50 per cent of 
the prewar total. 


The two heavy cruisers probably 
are still under repair and the light 
cruisers are scattered in various 
ports. The capital ships are split 
up between Spezia and Taranto 
and with the Allies in command 
of the Straits of Messina there is 
no way for them to get together. 

The Italian fleet would be a 
highly valuable acquisition for the 
Allies, and it is entirely in the 
interest of the Italians, who are 
bound to surrender eventually, to 
save it as a source of bargaining 
power. If it,were acquired intact, 
it could probably be supplied with 
trained Allied crews and addition- 
al armament and put into action 
against the Japanese in good time 
for the final Far Hastern show- 
down, 

The Germans certainly are well 
aware of this possibility and are 
putting the heaviest kind of pres- 
sure on the Italians to prevent 
them from handing over the fleet 
in operating condition.

HE war which Hitler began with an unprovoked assault on 


Poland Sept. 1, 1939, will be 


four years old next Wednesday. 


And it is an utterly different war for Hitler, and for the German- 
Italian-Japanese axis, from what it was only 12 months ago. 


Within that fourth year, there 
has been no victory to cheer the 
Axis peoples. Defeat and disaster 
has been the fate of the Axis 
ashore, afloat and in the air. And 
out of the Allied strategic con- 
ference at Quebec are already 
stemming clear portents of new 
Axis disasters in the making. It 
is a dismal anniversary week end 
for the war makers of Berlin, 
Rome and Tokyo. 


The fthilitary situation is plain 
enough everywhere. Mussolini has 
fallen. Italy is tottering. The 
possibilities of a tremendous and 
decisive German army disaster in 
Russia are very great. 

At sea, the Nazi U-boat trump 
card has been played and out- 
trumped by the Allies, Over Ger- 
many and all Nazi-occupied re- 
gions of the European continent 
which serve the German war ef- 
fort Allied planes are dealing 
heavier and heavier blows. 
Heavy Air Raids. 

They shuttle freely between 
bases in Britain and in French 
Africa to drop bomb loads com- 
ing and going. Hamburg has been 
all but obliterated, Berlin pounded 
heavily in a foretaste of what is 
coming as the long winter nights 
give Britain’s mass bomber com- 
mand longer working hours. Nu- 
rember, site of great war indus- 
tries for Germany, has been blast- 
ed in a tremendous raid. 

On the continent, Denmark is 
bristlimg with resiatance to Nazi 
domination, isolated neutral Swe- 
Alen sharply protests Nazi outrages 
against her fishing fleets, to im- 
ply rising conviction in Stockholm 
that the Axis regime in Europe is 
beginning to totter. Satellite Axis 
governments in the Balkans are 
fuming with unrest as the Russian 
summer juggernaut rollg nearer, 

Inscrutable Turkey is watching 
the scene, It is known that heavy 
shipments of captured German 
war gear from Tunisia and Sicily 
have been made eastward in the 
Mediterranean. They would bene- 


fit Turkey, initially German 
equipped, if she should decide to 
ally herself with Allied arms. 

It is against Japan, already suf- 
fering heavily from war attrition 
in planes and shipping, that the 
first visible steps to implement 
Quebec strategic decisions are ob- 
served. The war against her is 
obviously to be stepped up, prov- 
ing that the mobilization of Allied 
strength and particularly the flow 
from American war arsenals has

Mountbatten’ s Job. 

One element ofthe widening ac- 
tack on Japan indorsed at Quebec 
was promptly revealed in selection 
of Vice Admiral Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, Royal Navy, as su- 
preme commander in the Southeast 
Asia theater. It betokens prompt 
expansion of British naval 
strength in the Indian Ocean and 
the Bay of Bengal and amphibious 
as well as land attacks from In- 
dia against the Japanese Burma 
bastion. 

An expandéd American air attack 
on Japanese China Sea life lines 
from Chinese bases, linked with 
the Burma campaign but not a di- 
rect part of Mountbatten’s forces, 
is also indictaed, The first new 
blows plotted at Quebec against 
Japan may fall from China.

Is Expected to 
speed Asia War 


But Mountbatten’s 
Job Will Take 
Time and Much 
Preparation.

NEW DELHI, Aug. 28. 
great importance of India 
and Ceylon as the only base 
from which it is now feasible 
to launch a full-dress offensive 
against the Japanese Army in 
continental Asia, is recognized at 
last in high Allied war councils. 
This is underlined by the appoint- 
ment of Lord Louis Mountbatten 
as supreme Allied commander for 
Southeast Asia, 


By closely co-ordinating all fight- 
ing services, the creation of this 
post will inevitably speed up the 
war in this slow-moving theater. 

The apparent exclusion of China 
from Mountbatten’s command has 
significant implications. It leaves 
China for what it has been all 
along—primarily a Chinese-Amer- 
ican military problem. It empha- 
sizes that India and Ceylon remain 
what they have been all along— 
primarily a British military prob-' 
lem. 

The United States, with its grow- 
ing Tenth Air Force is, to be sure, 
deeply involved in India’s offen- 
sive and defensive arrangements. 
But only in the air do Americans 
share their responsibility with the 
Royal Air Force. On sea and land 
the military picture in India is 
overwhelmingly British. 

The Tenth Air Force, heretofore 

operated solely as an American 
command will, of course, come un- 
der Mountbatten’s supreme control. 
The enormous improvement which 
has been effected in British-Amer- 
ican co-operation since Gen. Sir 
Claude Auchinleck took over the 
British command in India is a good 
augury for continued smooth deal- 
ings. And closer liaison with Maj. 
Gen, Claire Chennault’s air force in 
China seems prcbable in conse- 
quence of the recent appointment 
of Maj. Gen. George Stratemeyer 
as commander of the American air 
forces in India. 
Armchair expefts who are busily 
predicting that Mountbatten’s ap- 
pointment, will mean immediate 
and eléctrical offensive develop- 
ments on a large scale, might do 
well to think again. It will take 
some time for him to lay founda- 
tions. He will have to set up head- 
quarters with subordinates and 
look over this theater of operations 
which is new to him. 

Mountbatten’s toughest and per- 

haps longest job will be to obtain 
shipping and materials in suffi-. 
cient quantities to carry out any 
ambitious projects he may have in 
mind. Because of demands else- 
where, it has not been possible 
so far for the Allies to supply 
enough naval strength and ma- 
terials to this area for an all-out 
offensive in Burma. Allied com- 
manders here have been obliged 
to think offensively in terms of 
limited land operations. The com- 
ing of Mountbatten, with his valu- 
able background in amphibious 
warfare, raises a rosy prospect for 
greatly enlarged operations but it 
is obvious that for the present his 
tools are strictly limited. 
Gigantic amphibious attacks im- 
pending in Europe, not to mention 
the Allied offensive in the South 
|Pacific, are sure to put consider- 
able strain on British-American 
shipping and naval strength during 
the immediate future.

“It also is obvious that Jape- 
nese industry cannot mass produce 
high-quality weapons over a long 
period of time to compete suc- 
cessfully with American weapons.” 

Summing up the conclusions of 
the Army Ordnance Department,

St. Louis Factory Is Turn- 
ing Out More Than All 
Other Plants in the 
Country. 


WHITE STAR FOR

Power-Driven Gun ‘Blis- 
ters’ Built Here Cred- 
ited With Saving Bomb- 


ers in Air Battles.

The War Department last week 
granted a second production 
award to the Emerson Electric 
Manufacturing Co., which is turn- 
ing out more power-driven turrets 
for aircraft at its plant at 8100 
Florissant avenue, Ferguson, than 
the total output of all the rest of 
the turret factories in the nation. 


The plant, which employs more 
than 10,000 workers, is building 
five types of turrets. These are 
installed on the following types 
of American battle planes: F'y- 
ing Fortress, Liberator and Mar- 
tin Maurauder bombers and the 
Navy's Avenger. 

Reports from the battle fronts 
give the St. Louis-built turrets 
credit for bringing the bombers 
home from some of their most 
spectacular missions. 

Since last June the turret plant 
has been producing in excess of 
the capacity for which it was de- 
signed, company officials said. Be- 
gides the turret plant, the firm’s 
electrical division at 1824 Wash- 
ington avenue is turning out elec- 
tric motors for use in aircraft, as 
well as artillery shell boosters. 


“E”-Pennant Last December. 

Emerson was awarded the 
Army-Navy E Pennant last De- 
cember, and the most recent award 
was a white star, signifying six 
months of operation since that 
time, in which all schedules have 
been met and exceeded. The com- 
pany has not lost a man-hour of 
work because of labor difficulties 
since operations were first begun 
in the turret plant in December, 
1941. 7 

Each turret is an _ intricate 
mechanism, containing 3000 to 4000 
separate parts, depending on its 
type. Two .50-caliber Browning 
machine guns are installed in each 
bomber turret, which gives a fire 
power of 1500 rounds a minute. 

The purpose of the power-driven 
turret is to allow the plane’s guns 
to bear on the most favorable tar- 
gets. The upper Sperry turret, 
for example, which is on the top 
of the Flying Fortress fuselage, 
will swing 360 degrees horizontally 
and 80 degrees vertically, allowing 
the guns to cover virtually any 
spot alongside or over thg bomber. 

Air Force generals have de- 
scribed the power turret as the 
most important single factor, ex- 
cept the bomb sight, in bomber 
equipment. 

Have Automatic Interruptor. 

Current for operating the tur- 
rets is derived from the planeds 
power plant, and tis fed into a 
two-horsepower, amplydine (motor 
generator). One’ of the most in- 
teresting of the turret mechanisms 
is an automatic  interruptor, 
which causes the guns to _ stop 
firing when they swing to bear on 
gome part of the plane, 

This device thus prevents gun- 
ners from shooting off the tail of 
their own planes. 

There have been many reports 
from abroad as to efficiency of 
St. Louis-made turrets in the 
field of battle. Last spring there 
was the story of the Flying Fort- 
ress, Queen Bee, which was 
equipped with turrets made here. 

The Queen Bee was returning 
from a bombing raid on Tunis 
when sever Nazi pursuit ships 
swarmed down on her with every- 
thing they had, inflicting 20 can- 
mon holes and countless bullet 
holes in the wings and fuselage, 
and knocking out two of the four 
motors. However, the plane 
reached its base and landed after 
the gunners had shot down five 
of the attacking planes. 

“That the Queen Bee reached 
home safely is a tribute to the 
turret guuners and the workers 
who helped make these turrets,” 
Brig. Gen. B. W. Chidlaw, chief 
of the Materiel Division of the 
Army Air Forces, said in a tele- 
gram to Emerson employes. 

Many Parts Made Here. 

Only about 40 per cent of the 
pieces for each turret are bought 
by Emerson from sub-contractors. 
Hence, it is necessary for many 
parts to be made in the factory 
here. The turrets grow along the 
assembly line from a few rolls of 
wire into the finished product, 
which resemvies a deadly sort of 
fish bowl, of aluminum, magne- 
sium and transparent plastics. 

The ball turret looks just like 
its mame sounds. It is installed 
on the belly of Fortress and Lib- 
erator bombers, and is designed 
to protect the under side of the 
ship. The gunner sits like a worm 
in a cocoon, his feet and ears at 
about the same level. He peers 
between his legs to sight the 
guns. 

The gunner of the upper turret 
is not called upon to go through 
the same contortions as the ball 
turret gunner. He stands on a 
metal platform within the fusilage

Chicago & Southern Air Lines 
plans alternate mail, passenger and 
express routes from St. Louis to 
Detroit. Southwest Feeder Airlines 
proposes to fly between St. Louis 
and Oklahoma City, Kansas City 
and Chicago. Bowen Airways plans 
routes linking St. Louis with Dal- 
las, Fort Worth and Houston. Mer- 
cury Development Corporation has 
applied for permission to make St.

Automatic Air Mail, Inc., pro- 
poses 6880 miles of routes, includ- 
ing lines from St. Louis to Kansas 
City and Springfield, Mo., which 
would provide air mail pickup 
service for many small communi- 
ties. 


Two Trans-Atiantic Plans, 


American Airlines has just an- 
nounced plans for two trans-At- 
lantic air services, one between 
New York, Boston and London and 
the other between Chicago, Detroit 
and London. If these plans go 
through, St. Louisans will be able 
to board a plane for London after 
a flight of less than two hours. 


The recent CAB decision to ac- 
cept new route applications after a 
long period in which these were 
discouraged because of the war has 
resulted in a flood of filings.

The armed. services have an- 
nounced their intention to turn 
back to the air lines a substantial 
number of requisitioned transports 
in the remaining months of 1943, 
and the end of the war will make 
a vast number of planes available 
for commercial flying. 


It should be borne in mind, how- 
ever, that it is a far cry from fil- 
ing an application to actual estab- 
lishment of a new air route. The 
necessity for new routes must be 
clearly established, and applicants 
must convince the CAB of their 
ability to finance and operate the 
new enterprises on a sound basis. 

Helicopters and Gliders. 


As for helicopters and gliders, 
much remains to be done in devel- 
oping these for commercial opera- 
tions. The helicopter has low lift- 
ing power and limited passenger 
capacity as yet, and the glider in 
some respects is still in the experi- 
mental stage. 


The attempt of surface carriers 
to invade the field of aerial trans- 
portation may arouse determined 
opposition, The United States Jus- 
tice Department has asked CAB 
for permission to intervene in each 
application made by a surface car- 
rier, while Senatore Bennett C.

The value of the com- 
pany’s product which was defec- 
tive was about five million dollars, 
according to the Department of 
Justice. 

Another Anaconda Case. 
The Anaconda Wire & Cable 
Co. is involved in another charge 
through indictment of William H. 
Morley, manager; Jacob Eagleson, 
plant superintendent, and three 
other officers of Anaconda’s Paw- 
tucket (R. I.) plant. This indict- 
ment also charges a conspiracy to 
defraud which “resulted in the pro- 
duction and delivery to the British 
War Ministry and to the United 
States Army Signal Corps of in- 
ferior and defective wire and cable 
which was intended to be used for 
military purpose.” The company, 
according to the indictment, in- 
stalled transformers and a vacuum 
tube device to deceive Government 
inspectors testing wire made for 
the Army. 

Two somewhat similar cases are 
being handled, not by the war 
frauds unit, but by the criminal 
division of the Justice Department. 

The Bohn Aluminum and Brass 
Corporation and three of its offi- 
cers were recently indicted on 
charges of sabotage and conspir- 
acy to defraud the Government. 
The indictment recites that nu- 
merous “defective castings” were 
taken from the scrap pile to be 
welded or otherwise repaired and 
delivered for use in airplane en- 
gines as meeting all specifications. 

Such welded castings, particular- 
ly when used in the super-charger 
of a plane engine, are a very great 
hazard. Under high temperatures 
the welds give way and an explo- 
sion is probable. 

Three months ago the president, 
the plant manager and five other 
officers of the National Bronze & 
Aluminum Foundry Co. -were in- 
dicted o similar charges. This 
company is one of the largest man- 
ufacturers of aluminum castings 
in the United States. While no ac- 
curate total of defective castings 
had been obtained at the time of 
the indictment, the Justice Depart- 
ment estimated that in one five- 
day period the company saved ap- 
proximately $30,000 by welding 
castings which would have been 
otherwise rejected, 

Some Union Officials Indicted. 

In several cases trade union offi- 
cials have been indicted. Four 
members of the Internationa] Un- 
ion of Operating Engineers, AFL, 
were indicted for a conspiracy to 
violate and for violating the Fed- 
eral anhtikick-back statute. The 
Government charged that they 
made workers on the Army Regu- 
lating: Station at Voorheesville, N. 
Y., obtain daily “permit cards”— 
$2 a day for operators and $1 for 
oilers, helpers and mechanics— 
before being allowed to work. This 
amounted to $50,000 during the 


eight months covered by the indict- 


ment, 

Often very small amounts are 
involved. At Abilene, Tex., Sgt. 
M. R. Peterson of Camp Barkley, 
Tex., and V. R. Allen and Robert 
F, Bean of Abilene were charged 
with conspiring to defraud the 
United States of approximately 
$4000 by submitting fictitious in- 
voices and other claims for food 
supplied the camp hospital. Short- 
ly after being served with a war- 
rant, Allen killed himself. 

At Panama City, Fla., the Gov- 
ernment was charged $6504 for 
sand clay which was never deliv- 
ered, Two individuals and a con- 
tracting company of Jacksonville 
were indicted. asaresult of F. B, I. 
investigation. At Shreveport, La., 
a Federal jury indicted Arthur J. 
Cote and his wife on charges of 
defrauding the Government of ap- 
proximately $6000 in the rental of 
equipment used in the construction 
of the Louisiana Ordnance Plant 
at Minden, La.

The Antonelli Co. and four indi- 
viduals were charged with conspir- 
acy to violate the wartime sabo- 
tage statute by manufacturing al- 
legedly defective incendiary bombs 
and hand grenades. Another in- 
dictment accused the same defend- 
ants and three others of conspir- 
acy to defraud the Government. 


In the Texas case one indict- 
ment charged the company, its 
president, William J. Gourley of 
Fort Worth, and August J. Cay- 
ouette, a former Lieutenant Col- 
onel, with “unlawfully, wilfully and 
knowingly” conspiring to defraud 
the Government in. the purchase 
of machine tools. It is alleged that 
between Aug. 15, 1941, and March 
5, 1942, Gourley gave Cayouette 
six checks totaling $5200 “with the 
intent to influence the decision 
and action of Cayouette in his offi- 
cial capacity” as a War Depart- 
ment official assigned to recom- 
mend the amount and kind of tools 
for Government purchase. 


Cayouette was convicted April 
15, 1943, by a general courtmartial 
at Fort Myer, Va., dismissed from 
the service, fined $5000 and sen- 
tenced to two years of hard labor. 


F. B. I. Does Most of Work. 


With occasional exceptions when 
Army or Navy act on their own 
initiative, all the investigation is 
done by the F. B. I. A constant 
stream of F. B. I. reports comes 
to the war frauds unit, Tom C. 
Clark, chief of the unit, and Dar- 
sey, his first assistant, decide 
which cases are to be followed up 
with a complete investigation. The | 
preliminary reports grow out of 
innumerable leads which come to 
F. B. I, headquarters throughout 
the country. Conscientious em- 
ployes frequently report what they 
believe to be evidence of fraud. 


The war frauds unit has 28 law- 
yers, drawn from the criminal and 
antitrust divisions, here in Wash- 
ington. In addition, there are field 
offices in cities where there is a 
concentration of war plants, in- 
cluding one in both Kansas City 


and St. Louis.

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STUDENTS OF THE SHANNONDALE WORK ACROSS 


They Labor Without Pay 


SHANNONDALE, Mo., Aug. 28. 

HE traveller who comes these 

midsummer days to _ Sinkin’ 

River, deep in the Shannon 
County Ozarks, doesn’t have to 
stand and cast a wishful eye to 
the Canaan on the other shore. 
Where there was a deep and dan- 
gerous crossing’ before, there’s a 
bridge now, built by the students 
of Shannondale Work Camp, who 
work for nothing and pay for the 
privilege. 

The heavy rains of early sum- 
mer sent flood waters surging 
down Sinkin’, tearing out the fords 
and stopping travel over the 
mountain roads that had no 
bridges. The crossing on the road 
between Bunker and Shannondale 
was worse than most. Communi- 
catioh was cut between the Shan- 
nondale Community Center and 
the people on the far side of Sin- 
kin’. Something needed -to be done 
about it. Something was done. 
The Work Camp students did it. 

The ‘camp was just getting under 
way for the summer when word 
came that the Sinkin’ ford was 
washed out. Here was something 
made to order in the way of work. 
It was more than that. It was 
a challenge to the students who 
had come into the hills to serve 
the people’s needs. They accepted 
it as such. Into their truck they 
piled, boys and girls, mostly girls, 
and went bumping over the WPA 
road five miles and more to the 
ford. 

It was worse than they expected. 
A truck that had tried to cross 
was mired to the axles and not 
making any progress toward get- 
ting out. The students and the 
camp directors, bringing ce n 
engineering principles into play 
and using trees on the bank for 
leverage, got the truck out and 
then gave their attention to the 
condition of the ford. They had 
been told that by filling it in with 
rocks and gravel it could be made 
passable, What was needed, 
though, was a corduroy bridge of 
logs and slabs that would not only 
serve the present need but stand 
steadfast when more raing came.

T was an unheard-of. solution 
| tor a timeless problem in the 

hills. where tides and currents 
had always worked their will, un- 
hindered by man’s devices, but the 
hillmen who came to look were 
willing to help and pitched in 
with the students, cutting down 
trees and dragging logs into place 
in midstream, binding them to- 
gether and anchoring them to the 
shores so that they would not be 
swept away, It took 60 saplings 
and good-sized trees to lay the log 
foundation. Then across the logs 
a runway was built by laying 
slabs endwise, wide enough for 
careful drivers to make the cross- 
ing with motor vehicles. 

It took four days of hard work 
but when the corduroy bridge was 
finished, its builders looked upon 
it and saw that it was good, and 
hill people came from miles around 
to admire it and share the thrill 
of precarious passage over it. 

The students at Shannondale 
Work Camp do things like that. 
That is what they are in the hills 
for. It is their way of finding 
out what hard work is like, espe- 
cially what it is like when it is 
freely done for others, sharing 
their toil, coming to an under- 
standing of the life of the hill 
people, winning their way into the 
confidence of those they help. 

On the hottest days they go 
where they are needed and lay to 
with willing hearts and hands at 
tasks to which they are unaccus- 
tomed and which often demand the 
utmost of their strength and en- 
durance. Their only reward is 
the gratitude of the people they 
help’ and their own consciousness 
of good deeds well done. In the 
larger view they ‘are co-operating 
in the effort of the sponsors of 
the camp to work out patterns 
for postwar reconstruction. 

It was with a forward look to 
postwar reconstruction that lead- 
ers of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church began looking 
about two years ago for something 
different’ from the usual summer 
camps for the young people of the 
denomination.

studied and found worthy of ap- 
proval, 

The American Friends Service 
Committee was founded in 1917 to 
carry on relief and postwar re- 
construction in Europe. It has 
since been engaged in‘ many proj- 
ects to promote international and 
industrial understanding, and to of- 
fer opportunities for constructive 
patriotic service in Europe, Asia 
and the United States to those who 
are interested. 

With the whole world at war, the 
committee has offered projects of. 
service enabling volunteers to ex- 
press the way of peace and pro- 
mote understanding among groups 
and to strive for the building of a 
new order in the midst of destruc- 
tion, Work camps were established 
in different parts of the country to 
bring people together, study -the 
causes of tensions among groups 
and work constructively toward re- 
lieving it and spreading good will. 

For the establishment of the 
Shannondale Work Camp, a co- 
operative relationship was set up 
between the Evangelicals and the 
Quakers. Shannondale had estab- 
lished and justified itself as a com- 
munity center and for 15 years had 
been serving the religious and so- 
cial needs of the people of the 
region in various practical ways. 
An eight weeks’ camp was an- 
nounced, with high school seniors, 
boys and girls, eligible for registra- 
tion on the payment of a minimum 
of $75 for the period. For this 
they would have shelter and food 
and physical care and the privilege 
of working for themselves, for each 
other and for the people of the 
community. 

The students who came, mostly 
girls, live co-operatively here at 
Shannondale -Center (Gladden 


postoffice), eating at a com- 
mon table food prepared by 
some of their number, doing all the 
work of the camp through the 
functioning of rotating committees, 
putting in fixed hours at heavy 
labor in the camp or out among 
the people, having recreation or 
instruction in the evening, and 
sleeping in tents and cabins.

bring together young people with 
different backgrounds, come from 
widely scattered states and there is 
even an international touch, for 
one of the girls is a refugee from 
England, another is from Germany, 
one was born in Vienna and one 
is the daughter of a missionary 
to Japan and China. 

The directors are Harold Pflug 
of Eden Seminary, Webster Groves, 
and his wife, Dorothea. Howard 
and Edna Hong of Northfield, 
Minn., are associate directors, -Ella 
Tuenge of Bay, Mop., is nurse and 
Lois Colesworthy of Winnetka, IIl., 
is dietitian.

Whether or not they always think 
on these things, Director Pflug 
considers the half-hour’s medita- 
tion significant as the media for 
religious and intellectual adjust- 
ment among the students, 

After meditation, the household 
chores are performed and at 7:15 
all the students report for work. 
At 10 there is a snack, After din- 
ner there is a rest period of 30 
minutes, then another work pe- 
riod. At supper, sometimes with 
guests present, there is singing. 
An hour’s free time is followed by 
recreation or an educational lec- 
ture, and at 9:35 the lights are out. 

Fixed work projects at the camp, 
weH under way, are the construc- 
tion of a stone goat house and a 
cattle dip, at which the girls do 
their full share in keeping with 
the rule of the camp that girls 
shall do the work of boys and 
boys shall do the work of girls. 
Routine work includes the care 
and milking of a flock of goats 
by the goat committee, and the 
milking of the cow by a boy. 

Continuing efforts are made at 
the center to introduce goats 


among the hill people, primarily 


as milk animals, for milk cows 
are scarce, It was started with 
the help of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Department of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri with quality 
goats brought from the herd of 
Mrs. Carl Sandburg, wife of the 
poet, near Chicago. People of the 
community are encouraged to buy 
kids and start flocks of their own. 
On occasion a milk goat is loaned 
for three months so that a baby 
can have milk. 

It is, however, on work done for 
the people of the community that 
the greatest emphasis is placed, 
Therein lies the philosophy of the 
camp, as expressed by Director 
Pflug: 

“The group comes into the com- 
munity to do the manual labor 
that needs to be done, to help the 
community and earn the right to 
be in it and of it, and take what- 
ever leads that present themselves 
for social, economic and religious 
fellowship.”

UILDING the Sinkin’ River 
B was a job in which they 

all took part, and it brought 
to them the everlastin’ thanks of 
the folks who live on yon side of 
Sinkin’. . 

There was a good turnout when 
the call came for help for a man 
whose hip had been crushed as 
he was driving logs. He had been 
taken to a hospital at Rolla and 
because of the shortage of help 
there his wife had to stay with 
him. It was haying time and the 
man’s crop was likely to spoil in 
the field. Students got in his hay 
and did*canning for his wife. 

There was haying to be done 
also over at Hardage, where the 
man of the family was in a hos- 
pital and there were only two wom- 
en to do the work, and the stu- 
dents harvested the hay. There 
was an old man, bent with rheuma- 
tism, whose wife had pneumonia 
and nobody but the neighbors to 
look after them. A girl student 
was sent. Another student was 
sent to a woman with a heart 
affliction who needed help in car- 
ing for her three small children. 

The neighbors far and wide hear 
of these things and speak their 
praise, for the boys and girls of 
the work camp come among them 
without condescension, sharing 
their hardships and their griefs. 

It is not all work. There are 
play nights Friday and Saturday, 
with folk dancing and games, base- 
ball and shuffle board, and swims 
at Blue Hole in Sinkin’ or Current 
River. Occasionally there is a float 
down Current River. The educa- 
tional meetings, three evenings a 
week, with invited speakers and 
discussions, are stimulating, for 
the youngsters are keenly inter- 
ested in the social problems that 
are presented. 

The work camp falls easily into 
the religious program of the com- 
munity church, The first Sunday 
of each month the campers are 
joined by hill people from miles 
around for services at the center. 
On other Sundays the campers go 
by truck to local services at Round 
Spring, Spring Cave and other 
places, and after the services have

A Look at the Men Who Work With 
the President at No. 1600 Pennsylvan- 
ia Avenue — Harry Hopkins Argues 
With Boss but Knows When to Quit

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HARRY HOPKINS — HE KNOWS 
WHEN F.D.R. NEEDS A LAUGH.

This is the first of three arti- 
eles on “Inside the White House,” 
written by a veteran Washington 
reporter for the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28. 
O. 1600 Pennsylvania avenue, 
N tne White House, has been 
called the war headquarters of 


the United Nations. More and 


more, people all over the world— 
friends and foes alike—want 


to 


“What is the White House say- 
.~- what is the White House 
thinking ... planning .. . doing?” 

It takes the whole Washington 
setup to give the White House this 
world personality, but let’s take a 
look at the President’s official fam- 
ily, where he works and where he 
lives. 

The President’s official family is 
a varied group. If you are a re- 
porter, the first person you see 
in the executive office—except the 
secret service and White House 
police—is the very healthy, gray- 
ing Stephen Early. He has been 
the presidential press officer since 
1933. Newcomers think he just 
swallowed a bee. 

Then there’s Marvin McIntyre, 
65, eldest of the presidential secre- 
taries, who has a lean and hungry 
look, probably is closer to the Pres- 
ident than anyone ‘else except 
Harry Hopkins. “Mac” has been 
with Mr. Roosevelt off and on 
since 1918. 

He routes to selected sources 
some 10,000 daily pieces of White 
House mail, steers around a batch 
of callers, 

Maj. Gen. E. M, Watson, Mr. 
Roosevelt's military aide, is the 
“brass” you see at the President's 
arm in pictures. His post is just 
outside the Commander-in-Chief's 
office. He is a solid West Pointer 
who “Weat Points” Mr. Roosevelt's 
audiences with foreign diplomats 
and American visitors of high de- 


gree. 
— te 


ARLY, McIntyre and Watson 
E have offices in the west wing 

just off the long corridor where 
some 150 reporters every Tuesday 
and Friday pitch their hats on a 
massive mahogany round table pre- 
sented to Mr, Roosevelt by Emilio 
Aguinaldo, the old Filipino revolu- 
tionist General. In this wing, too, 
are the offices of the late Ru- 
dolph Forster, White House office 
boss, and Maurice Latta, 74, who 
has been carrying presidential mes- 
Sages to Congress since Grover 
Cleveland bought him a horse. 
Latta is the stately individual who 
always bows from the belt to the 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tives while an usher announces: 

“Gentlemen, a message from the 
President of the United States.” 

Latta succeeded to Forster's 
post, vacated by his death in July 
at the age of 71. These two old- 
asters once were ordered retired 
by the Civil Service, but they re- 
ceived a notice in Mr. Roosevelt's 
handwriting: 

“This is permanent. I, don’t 
want either of you to leave me 
as long as I’m here.” 

Near the President’s oval execu- 
tive office is the office of Miss 
Grace G. Tully, the President’s 
private secretary. She has a time 
that Mr. Roosevelt gets 
only letters of highest import and 
those from personal friends. In 
the east wing, James F. Byrnes, 
War Mobilization Director and 
often called “Assistant President,” 
runs the show. Adm. William D. 
Leahy, who rates “chief of staff 
to the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Army and Navy,” 
also has his office in the east 
wing. 

Fred M. Vinson, Stabilization 
Director, is part of the White 
House, but his office is outside. 
Wayne Coy, the Hoosier lad 
brought here by Manpower Com- 
missioner Paul V. McNutt, is over 
in. the Budget Bureau now but 
he still rates “White House.” Eu- 
gene Casey, a White House farm 
adviser, is the President's ‘“spe- 
cial executive assistant,” with of- 
fices in the State Department. 

Harry Hopkins, who is “special 
assistant to the President,” chair-

man of the United States Muni- 
tions Assignment Board and ad- 
viser to the joint British-Ameri- 
ean chiefs of staff, lives in the 
White House with his family 
(they’re planning to leave soon), 
but he doesn’t have an office. 
Space simply is too crowded, 

Hopkins says his White House job 
is “idea buffer.” That's his answer 
to the question which has stirred 
speculation ever since he became a 
part of the White House inside 
scene. Harry tells, at last, that of 
131 million Americans he, a guy 
who likes to sit down to a good 
letting. alone, must perk up and 
listen at any odd hour the Presi- 
dent picks to argue with himself 
on whether he’s right or wrong. 

If Harry, asked how about it, 
says he’s not sure, Mr. Roosevelt 
wants to know what ails him. If 
he says “yes,” F. D. R. may say 
“nuts!” If he says “no,” F. D. R. 
may say “nuts!” If he says no- 
thing, F. D. R. may say “nuts, we'll 
do it!” 

“Aw, nuts!” is the favorite gree 
ing between the two. ; 

x + * 
OPKINS, as chairman of the 
Munitions Assignment Board 
and (the only) specia) assistant 
to the President, at $10,000 a year, 
works from dawn to dusk with the 
British-American chiefs of staff, 
deciding how, when, where and 
what military supplies to send to 
the many battlefronts. 

Then he smuggies himself into 
the Mansion for a quiet dinner, 
and is just about to reach for the 
poker chips or a racing form when 
“the Boss” buzzes. Despite all 
their ribbing of each other, F. D. R. 
seriously seeks in Harry the re- 
action of a whiplash mind to im- 
ponderables of wartime govern- 
ment. For his part, Hopkins is 
uttarly devoted to the President. 
Curiously the two . . . Mr. Roose- 
velt a scion of wealth and early 
American tradition; and Hopkins, 
son of an Iowa harness maker 
and for years a poorly paid social 
worker ... are of the same men- 
tal makeup: Quick, brilliant 
repartee, and then down to the 
serious business. 

To some, it seems the President 
values Harry as a sounding board 
above all else. He outlines ideas, 
Hopkins listening, butting in or 
backing out—for Mr. Roosevelt 
could listen to a million men and 
still -have the same opinion. 
“Harry the Hop,” Mr. Roosevelt 
calls him, Others call him “The 
Shadow.” Harry will argue with 
“the boss,” but he knows when to 
quit. He knows when F. D. R. 
needs a laugh. Sometimes when 
Hopkins is tired and the President 
is tired, and F. D. R. bounces 
about a bit with only Harry to 
hear, Harry gets up his dander 
and tells the chief executive to 
walk east 'til his hat floats. This 
winds up in a laugh, and Harry 
says he “gets the hell out” before 
F. D. R. forgets to grab some rest 
for another hard day come tomor- 
row. 

Abroad, Hopkins is considered 
Mr. Roosevelt’s most powerful war 
deputy. The British and the Rus- 


sians are reported here to feel he 
knows their -problems intimately 
and has effectively pleaded their 
needs. American commanders say 
he sees first, however, to Ameri- 
can needs. Harry, ill from a stom- 
ach ailment that cost him his job 
as Commerce Secretary, did not 
flinch when Mr. Roosevelt asked 
him to make hazardous air flights 
to interview, in F. D. R.’s behalf, 
Prime Minister Churchill and: Pre- 
mier Stalin on war measures. 

He told the British they would 
be fed so they could fight, and 
that American shipbuilding would 
be the greatest in world history. 
He told the Russians they would 
get warplanes from the United 
States. He came back saying he 
never had seen anything so valiant 
as the British and the Russian 
fighting spirit. He said Hitler 
could not whip either country if 
the United States would give more 
aid. They got it. 

Hopkins dresses like a tramp. 
Churchill offered to buy him the 
best hat in London if he would 
throw in the Thames River the 
battered old felt he wore over 
there. Harry setled for a cutaway, 
striped pants and a shoe shine, but 
he hung onto his hat even when 
he was received at Buckingham 
Palace, He still wears it. He loves 
red suspenders, buys them by the 
dozen. That’s his only hobby. 

Hopkins calls himself a non-con- 
formist. He wants new ideas. He 
says he does not subscribe to old 
ideas and methods just because 
they are old. He says they must 
work today. He hag been the tar- 
get of much bitter criticism. He 
has been called the biggest spend- 
er in history ... nine billion dol- 
lars when he headed relief. In 
1934 he hired four million men in 
one month, It was his job, he says. 

Now that Hopkins’ health is 
mending, he is going to take his 
family, in the fall, into a private 
house he has purchased in George- 
town. Congressional critics have 
been howling too much, Harry 
says, about his living in the White 
House. Not that he cares, he adds, 
but the President wanted him 
handy for ideas—and the Hopkins 
health did not permit him to run 
from home to White House every 
time he was wanted. Harry says 
he wants to retire to an Iowa farm 
and raise corn and hogs,

OPKINS has thinnish brown, 

hair, close-set darting eyes, 

makes quick decisions, has a 
pungent, buoyant humor, hates red 
tape, jitters around a lot, is a per- 
suasive talker and is considered by 
reporters to be far more practical 
than philosophical. He relaxes 
with good music, reads poetry and 
detective stories, which he says is 
about the same ag mixing marma- 
lade with rarebit.

suspects—writes Mr. Roosevelt’s 
speeches. 

“The Boss,” he explained, may 
call on one to 100 Government 
research men to dig up the dope 
he wants on some particular sub- 
ject, but he edits, revises and dic- 
tates addresses to his own Manner 
of thinking and delivery. 

Harry has had very little to do 
with the domestic front since Jim 
Byrnes, war mobilization director, 
took over. But you do hear -mili- 
tary men say, “Well, Harry wants 
it that way,” or, “I can’t do any- 
thing about this until I get an 
H. H. on it.”

| HO are the presidential ad- 
visors? Mr. Roosevelt, in of- 
fice hours, consults almost ex- 
clusively with these men: 

Admiral Leahy; War Secretary 
Stimson; Navy Secretary Knox; 
Gen. George C. Marshall, United 
States Army chief of staff; Admi- 
ral Ernest J. King, chief of naval 
operations; Gen. H. H. Arnold, 
commander of the Army Air 
Forces; James F. Byrnes, war mob- 
ilization director; Fred M. Vinson, 
economic stabilization director; 
Marvin Jones,‘ war food adminis- 
trator; Leo T. Crowley, economic 
warfare director; Secretary of 
State Hull, and—night and day— 
Hopkins. | 

They are the President’s eyes 
and ears on the national, inter- 
national and battle fronts. They 
issue his orders by delegated 
authority or, sometimes, on day- 
to-day White House directives. 
Probably the most powerful group 
on civilian war strategy is Chair- 
man Byrnes’ war mobilization 
board composed of himself, Vinson, 
Stimson, Knox and Hopkins. It 
weighs domestic and war needs. 
Theoretically, at least, it bosses 
every item of national economy, 
including manpower, supplies, 
wages, prices, rationing and to 
some degree even taxes. 

Leahy has no statutory authority 
but acts as a sort of super-se¢re- 
tary of military affairs. When 
land, sea or air commands want 
White House audience, they usual- 
ly see the Admiral, who sees the 
Président and comes back with the 
answers. He is chairman of the 
Joint British-American Chiefs of 
Staff Committee, which is a coun- 
terpart of Hopkins’ Munitions As- 
signment Board. These two groups 
together, map war strategy and 
boss shipments from the American 
war arsenal to Allied commands. 

The committee issues directives 
to Allied commanders, subject to 
approval by F. D. R. and Prime 
Minister Churchill, concerning gup- 
plies, policy and objectives, Neither 
Hopkins nor Leahy has authority 
to dictate tactical operations. But, 
since each carries out certain pres- 
idential war orders, some assume 
that when either offerg ideas in 
war conferences they are accepted 
as coming from the Allied high 
command. That is the reason 
Roosevelt 
sees the war through the Leahy- 
Hopkins eyes, and that much

Long after the war strife has been 
forgotten, the practical benefits 
of such wholesome instruction 
will still be protecting the health 
of millions of American families.

They instruct their pupils in 
how to feed and bathe a baby, as 
well as how to plan and cook a 
well-balanced meal. They show 
their pupils how to make a bed 
properly and also how to splint 
a fractured leg. For a textbook, 
they use the excellent Red Cross 
volume on “Home Nursing.” The 
latter even deals with psycholog- 
ical problems in the home, 
Such a valuable course might 


well be included in 6ur high 
schools. It helps prepare youth 
to meet the problems of real life 
which they confront every day. 
Even if we found it necessary to 
eliminate a “brain truster” course 
from the high school curriculum 
to make room for this practical 
“home nursing” class, I think it 
would be well worthwhile. 

Theoretically, a college professor 
might argue that every high school 
course prepares students for life. 
But some inclusions in the cur- 
riculum are worth not over 5 per 
cent, while others may be: worth 
50 to 100 per cent. I can name 
several that aren’t worth as much 
as this “home nursing” class, and 
so can you.

United Nations strategy may have 
been a Leahy-Hopkins idea. 


Mr. Roosevelt has selected for 
himself the role of war President 
and postwar world planner, leaving 
most domestic matters almost en- 
tirely to Byrnes, the so-called “As- 
sistant President.” Byrnes sees 
most of the agency, departmental 
and congressional officers and 
delegations formerly received by 
Mr. Roosevelt. Next to the Presi- 
dent, he outbosses everyone on the 
home front. 


Mr, Roosevelt told a friend that 
since Byrnes took over on the 
home front he, for the first time 
since he became chief executive, 
has had a chance to “just sit down 
and think.” 

Vinson is a sort of “vice-presi- 
dent” to “Assistant President” 
Byrnes. He exercises Byrnes’ dele- 
gated authority over everyone in- 
cluded in the President’s April 8, 
1943 “hold the line” order. He can 
overrule the War Labor Board or 
the Treasury on wage and salary 
decisions. He can overrule price 
ceiling and rationing decisions. He 
can settle civilian-war production 
squabbles. In effect, he is a one- 
man court of appeals on all mat- 
ters affecting domestic economy. 
But his decisions are subject to 
review by Byrnes whose decisions 
are subject to review by Mr. 
Roosevelt.

Now, occasionally you hear 
rumors that brain trusters are the 
power behind the throne. These 
seem to go back to the brain trust 
of early Roosevelt administration 
days. They come up this way: 

Byrnes, who voted against some 
of the “reform” ideas in his Senate 
days, now has brain truster Ben 
Cohen high up on his legal staff. 
Vinson employed Edward Prichard, 
27, a former law clerk for Asso- 
ciate Justice Felix Frankfurter of 
the Supreme Court, a long-time 
Rooseveltian advisor, before Prich- 
ard went to war, 

Richard Gilbert, a Harvard pro- 
fessor who served as economic ad- 
visor to Hopkins’ old WPA and 
later to Leon Henderson’s OPA, 
now braintrusts for OPA Director 
Brown. Marvin Jones’ first-string 
war food economist is Mordecai 
Ezekiel, who labored prodigiously 
for early F. D. R. farm plans. 

The opposition calls these 
lawyers, economists and adminis- 
trators a “new brain trust” and 
charges they are planning to so- 
clalize America and the world 
after the war. Secretary Ickes, a 
New Dealer second only to Mr. 
Roosevelt, says this is a lot of 
“hooey.” ... That the boys are 
working their heads off trying to 
help win the war with the most 
expedient weapons. ‘ 

But how much do all these vari- 
ous individuals influence the Pres- 
ident’s decisions? 

The answer you get hereabouts 
depends on the experiences and 
persuasion of those you talk with: 
“Sometimes they do. ... Never. 
. . . Many others both in and out 
of Government are consulted. ... 
F. D. R. makes his own deci- 
sions. , . . Hopkins makes them.” 

Here are some straws in that 
wind, on the word of men in high

When Mr. Roosevelt, irked at 
their public row, summarily cut 
the old Board of Economic War- 
fare out from under Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace, who was its chair- 
man, and divested Jesse Jones of 
his Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration’s authority to control the 
BEW purse, the President acted 
on the advice of Byrnes, Judge 
Rosenman and Hopkins.

sat reading a Bible in a coach 

of the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railroad. Something in his read- 
ing seemed to strike him as amus- 
ing because he began to shake with 
merriment which he could not en- 
tirely suppress. 


It was a clue, oh, what a clue, 
if we had only seized upon it. 
And if we had seized the “min- 
ister,” too, we would have found 
him to be, in reality, Harry Long- 
baugh, righthand man of Butch 
Cassidy, leader of a Wild West 
bend that had named itself the 
“Train Robbers’ Syndicate.” 

Almost half the passengers on 
the train were Pinkerton detec. 
tives and deputy sheriffs, heavily 
armed and planted everywhere, in- 
cluding the mail car, the locomo- 
tive cab and even under the coal 
of the tender. 

Never before had we made such 
preparations to prevent a train 
robbery. We had all the robbers’ 
plans in advance—but the robbery 
didn’t happen.

Disappointment was forgotten ‘ 


in something worse, the knowl- 
edge that Butch Cassidy’s change 
of plans probably meant death 
for one of our bravest agents up 
in the bandits’ mountain strong- 
hold. 

Butch did not belong in crime 
at all. Naturally honest, his word 
was as good as his bond. It was 
a clumsy-witted deputy. sheriff 
who pushed him into the ranks 
of the enemy. 

Though Butch did not belong 
on the wrong side of the law, this 
did not prevent him from becom- 
ing an unpleasantly efficient law- 
breaker, as I can testify because 
as head of the criminal investiga- 
tion department of the Pinkerton 
Agency he was one of my chronic 
headaches and the special and 
acute one of Capt. Herbert S. 
Mosher, superintendent of our St. 
Louis office. 

The law came late to the: corner 
where Wyoming, Utah and Colo- 
rado state lines meet in the 
Rockies and it was already in the 
early 1900s when some of our 
clients, bankers and railroads in 
that part of the country sent us 
word: 

“The most dangerous gang since 
Jesse Jameg is developing here. 
Come get Butch Cassidy and his 
wild bunch!” 

We knew that the Wild Bunch 
worked in broad daylight, pounced 
as suddenly as a mountain lion 
and was off as fast, riding over 
wild mountains, along trails which 
only the bandits knew, and down 
into canyons and valleys as pic- 
turesquely hidden as any robbers’ 
roost of legend. Most famous of 
these hideouts were Browns’ Hole, 
Hole-in-the-Wall, and hardest of all 
to storm, Robbers’ Roost, the most 
frequented home of the Wild 
Bunch, on the notorious old Outlaw 
Trail in southeastern Utah. - 
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OBBERS’ ROOST was a high 
R ricteau, from which the out- 

laws could see anyone picking 
his way along the dangerous trails 
leading to it. 

We of Pinkerton’s Agency had to 
go affer Butch Cassidy. We went 
into his early history, to see what 
manner of man we had to deal 
with. His real name was George 
LeRoy Parker. He took his second 
name as a tribute to Mike Cassidy, 
a bandit from whom he learned to 
ride, rope and shoot. Butch was 
his nickname because as a youth 
he worked for a butcher in Rock 
Springs. 

We found that while he worked 
for the butcher he kept the ac- 
counts and was fanatically honest. 
All reports agree on the incident 
that soured him on law and law of- 
ficers. In a barroom in Rock 
Springs at that time someone 
“rolled” a drunk and cleaned out 
his pockets. An “intellectual giant” 
of a deputy sheriff saw Butch 
treating friends to drinks at the 
bar and concluded that he was the 
pick pocket. 

The deputy arrested the youth 
and took him to jail. A jury ac- 
quitted him. But Butch had been 
humiliated in the eyes of his 
friends, and of his own, by the 
law. The quickest way to re-estab- 
lish himself as the proud young 
man he was, afraid of nobody, was 
to smack the law in the face and 
get away with it. 

Butch felt that if he could get 
away with horse rustling in a big 
way just once it would square him 
with the law. He rode out toa 
ranch that had the _ toughest, 
roughest outfit in the region and 
single-handed made off with two 
dozen horses. « 

He was only 18 at the time and 
a beginner at horse rustling. It is 
not surprising therefore that two 
deputy sheriffs got Butch and the 
stolen horses and clapped hand- 
‘cuffs on him before he could raise 
a finger. ⸗ 

But on the way to the court— 
still in the desert—Butch over- 
came his captors and .escaped. 

Though the young lawbreaker 
had turned the tables on the two 
representatives of the law and 
gotten away, they had the evidence 
on him, 

Then another thought entered 
the youth’s mind. He had not only 
taken all the horses, including the 
deputies’ mounts, but also their 
water canteens. Without water, 
they would die of thirst, and their 
testimony perish with them. 

Instead of being pleased, as the 
ordinary criminal would be, he 
could not endure the thought. He 
turned around, cantered back to

the deputies and gave them back 
their canteens. 

He handpicked a bunch of part- 
ners as young and full of mischief 
—in every sense of the word—as 
himself. On one of their larks 
they set out to track a grizzly, the 
hugest and most ferocious quadru- 
ped in our hemisphere. They 
caught:-up to him in the moun- 
tains, lassoed him and for half a 
day gambled their lives and limbs, 
teasing him. 

After that Butch Cassidy’s gang 
was called the Wild Bunch. They 
began with rustling cattle. 

It was not our bugjness to senti- 
mentalize about men like Butch. 
But in going after our man we 
had to know him, especially if he 
was, at heart, a hater of society. 

We got our answer one especially 
dreadful winter in a region of ter- 
rible winters. In the midst of it 
came an epidemic of flu. Fifty 
miles from Butch Cassidy's hideout 
lived Mrs. Hannah Simpson, the 
only woman in that part of Wy- 
oming. She made up home rem- 
edies for the sick. And Butch Cas- 
sidy rode from ranch to ranch, 
from cabin to cabin, through tow- 
ering snowdrifts, in intense cold, 
exposed to contagion, distributing 
Mrs. Simpson’s remedies.

Two Novel Ways 
To Cook Chicken 


WO Southern cooks were ¢z- 
T cnanging novel recipes for 
cooking chicken. One said: 

“The best way to cook a really 
young and tender chicken is to 
dress and joint two or three of 
them and fix them as you would 
for frying, only don’t fry them. 
Just place them in a heavy fron 
skillet, season with salt and pep- 
per and cover with the richest, 
nicest cream you can get. Set in 
a medium oven to cook. Don't 
put any lid on the pan. Let this 
cook, but watch it carefully. When 
the cream is almost cooked away, 
the chicken is done and there is 
enough thick, creamy, well-fla- 
vored sauce to serve with the 
chicken.

And the other cook countered 
with this one: “Cut up a good 
broiler, big enough for two serw 
ings. When it is jointed, dip into 
flour, mixed with salt and pepper.

Put the chicken and 
the ham, all mixed together, into 
a casserole. Add a tablespoonful 
of butter. Put the lid onto the 
casserole and put the dish into the 
oven, to bake until the chicken is 
tender.

King's 
English

HILE everyone recognizes the 


: i the Briton and the American, 
I do not recall ever having seen 
a comprehensive analysis of the pe- 
culiarities that characterize what 
‘we call the “British accent.” So 
I shall try to make as accurate a 
diagnosis as may be done without 
the aid of the spoken word. This 
article is not written in a banter- 
ing spirit. It is a serious attempt 
to capture and preserve in print 
the essence of cultured British 
speech. 


First, however, we must take 
Into account that a surprisingly 
large number of languages and dia- 
lects are spoken on the , isles: 
Scotch, Irish, Welsh, Manx, cock- 
mney, Oxford, and a number of 
local, or eounty, dialects some of 
which are as unlike standard Eng- 
lish as can be imagined. Indeed, 
men from adjoining counties often 
cannot understand one another, 
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: AS TO THE OXFORD, or “Pub- 
Tic School,” accent, it is disliked 
heartily by many Britons and al- 
most all Americans. One prominent 
British educator described it as, 
*That silliest of all the English 
fialects.” And George Bernard 
Shaw declared, “If King George de- 
jivered a single broadcast in an Ox- 
ford accent, his ptople would rise 
tp that very day and proclaim a 
republic.” 

* As to the use of the Oxford ac- 
dent on the air by announcers of 
the British Broadcasting Company, 
Shaw says, “Unfortunately, over 
large and densely populated dis- 
tricts of Great Britain, it (the Ox- 
ford accent on the radio) irritates 
some listeners to the point of 
switching off, and infuriates oth- 
ers so much that they smash their 
wireless sets because they cannot 
Bmash the Oxonian. The best Eng- 
lish today is literally the King’s 
English.” (See “The American 
Language,” by H. L. Mencken.) 
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The King’s English is spoken 
today by the majority of the 
upper-class Britons (who, by the 
way, are a very small minority 
of the 50-0dd million inhabitants 
Sof the isles), and is best exempli- 
fied by Winston Churchill’s 
speech, with which we are all fa- 
miliar. In the so-called “broad A” 
swords, Churchill employs an 
“A” that is somewhat broader 
‘tthan is heard in the Boston or 
“Harvard,” accent. It approaches 
the ‘aw” sound as in law, maw. 
‘His “command, demand, ask, 
plant, grasp, task” sound like 
“commawnd, demawnd, awsk, 
plawnt, grawsp, tawsk.” 
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A TYPICAL BRITICISM is the 
peculiar and hard-to-describe long 
“o” in such words as “go, home, 
gver, own, both, hold, chosen, globe, 
utmost,” etc. I feel sure that the 
American listener is well acquaint- 
ed with this sound which has no 
équivalent in native American 
apeech, although a few Hollywood- 
Americans have striven mightily to 
cultivate it. The British long “o” 
ig a diphthong which begins, as 
well as I can describe it, with a 
gound that is similar to the “a” of 
Gare, dare, pare, and this glides 
quickly into the “o” of go. 

To spell the sound, let us invent 
the symbol “ao.” The Briton, 
then, says “gao” for go, “haome” 
for home, and he uses the “ao” 
diphthong in practically all other 
long “o” words: aover, aown, baoth, 
haold, chaosen, glaobe, utmaost,” 
etc. 
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THE SHORT “UU” OF such 
words as but, much, rubber, hun- 
ger, struggle, Russian, in British 
speech is pronounced like the short 
“>” as in odd, bottle, rob, The 
foregoing words sound like “bot, 
moch, robber, honger, stroggle, 
Rossian.” This is a marked char- 
acteristic of Churchill’s speech, on 
which I have for years made notes, 
thanks to his many radio ad- 
dresses. 

Final “y” in such words as lib- 
erty, country, community, unity, is 
pronounced very much like the 
short “eh” sound as in let, get, bet, 
as: “liberteh, contreh, communiteh, 
uniteh.” But in words ending in 
‘ary, the ‘y” is closer to ‘ee.” 
Dictionary, military, stationary, 
ordinary, secretary, and such 
words, are telescoped to become: 
“dictionree, militree, stationree, 
ordinree, secretree.” 
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Most Britons and some Amer- 
icans do not pronounce final 
“rr” or the “r” before a _ con- 
sonant. Such words as lord, bar, 
board, source, shore, hour, fort, 
more, floor, sound exactly like: 
“lawd, bah, bawd, sauce, shaw, 
ah, fought, maw, flaw. And final 
“er” is plainly “ah,” as 
“strongah, evah, wintah, Decem- 
bah,” 
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IN ADDITION TO THESE chiet 
characteristics, many individual 
words are curiously (to us) pro 
nounced: here is “hyuh,” year is 
“vyuy,” our is “ar,” with an “a” 
that is almost as flat as in man, 
act, bad. The word all resembles 
“ole,” as in hole. Schedule is 
“shedyool.” Partisan is “par-ti- 
ZAN.” The diphthong “ao” is 
heard in the first syllable of 
process, progress, the noun project, 
and propaganda. Steadfastly is 
“steadfastleh,” and immediately be- 
comes “immejitleh.” Churchill 
uses an “ee” sound in the second 
svilable of the word unprecedented. 
He rhymes the first syllable of 
stabilize with cab, dab, jab.

But there are no struggles or 
revulsions for the self-pity addict. 
To the contrary, it is his chief 
pride and pleasure, power and 


profit. No trickster ever devised 
more uses for his peculiar talents 
than the Self-Pityer finds for his. 
It is, at once, his favorite indoor 
sport and flattering spotlight... 
his comfort and cudgel ... his 
refuge and racket. With it he both 
excuses and amuses himself, 
evades blame and com-mands at- 
tention. 


A normal being works for his 
honors. Takes criticism on the 
chin. Wins his audience by fair 
means or goes without. All of 
which is far too slow and chancey 
a method for the Self-Pityer. 

Why go plugging along in ob- 
scurity for years when one good 
Burst of Blubbering will focus all 
the Kleigs on you in 30 seconds? 
Why go to all the bother of 
being loving, patient and generous, 
or hard-working, studious and 
thrifty when you can arouse as 
much sympathy and make as big 


addiction to drugs or‘a touch by pulling the Hard-Luck 


story? 
“But surely nobody with pride 
would descend to such method.” 
Who's talking about pride? 
We're discussing results. And large

and immediate results are all that 
interest a Self-Pityer, Nor does. he 
care a hoot how ruthless, selfish, 
dishonorable or cruel he is, pro- 
vided he gets what he wants when 
he wants it. 

I doubt if any crime on the cal- 
endar is responsible for more 
human misery and frustration than 
Self-Pity. As an Invincible Weapon 
it makes the goriest bludgeon or 
sharpest stiletto look like a baby’s 
rattle, Consider the’ “loving” 
mother who wrecks her children’s 
romances and ties them to her in 
life-long bondage by her tearful 
suggestion of approaching death! 
Or the “sensitive” soul who holds 
a whole family in abject subjec- 
tion! 
nomenon, the peevish papa, who 
envies his wife’s superior pay- 


reasonableness. Surely when she 
stops to think, she must realize 


‘that this is ali just too much to 


shoulder when you are already 
deeply in debt. Have you sug- 
gested to her that she go with 
you into furnished rooms? That 
might be a solution, It is never 
good for a young couple to live 
with the parents of either if it 
can be avoided. The two of you 
need to be alone to become ad- 
justed to each other and to mar- 
riage, to understand each other 
better. You should in this way be 
able to live inexpensively enough 
to pay off those debts by degrees.

Shrimp Fritter 

Along orgia seacoast, 
folks make a batter, drop in cooked 
and picked shrimp, left whole, 
and fry a shrimp fritter which is

Then the bat- 
ter is made: two cups of ‘flour 
mixed with three teaspoonsful of 
baking powder, a pinch of salt, 
cup of milk and two eggs.

With a pan of cooking 
fat, really hot, drop in each 
shrimp surrounded with a small 
spoonful of batter. Let cook to 
a nice brown and serve at once, 
Serve with cole slaw for a main 
course or as tidbits for a supper 
party.

HERE is still a good chance 
Te a good crop of bush beans 
if planted within the next day 
or so. With just the ordinary 
breaks in the weather and some 
hurry-up work, our 25,000 St. Louis 
Victory Gardens can still produce 
50 tons or so, each, of beans, car- 
rots, spinach, beets, etc. Fall crops 
already planted are doing well. We 
could use a good steady rain, but 
that’s just one of the many ways 
we city growers have the edge on 
the farmers. Get the hose and 
give the ground a thorough soak- 
ing—and the drought is licked! 


Aphids or plant lice, are proving 
the worst enemies in our fall ma- 
neuvers. Along the stems and 
under the leaves of young spinach 
plants, lettuce, cucumbers, etc., you 
will notice swarms of these tiny 
‘insects. From pin head down to 
pin point size, in dull red, black 
‘and light green, winged and wing- 
less; the various aphids huddle to- 
gether and suck the plant juices.

TACTICS FOR WIPING out this 
enemy are simple. Rotenone 
won't do it, but a nicotine spray 
will. Black Leaf 40 is the old 
standby and you will need just 
two teaspoonsful to a gallon of 
soapy water. Spray the infested 
plants for three days in succession. 
The plants will probably need no 
further protectoin for another 
week. But keep the Black Leaf 40 
on hand, just in case, 


In a 35x40 foot garden on the 
North Side, that I visited ‘last 
week, I saw 107 sturdy tomato 
plants that have already yielded 
close to 300 pounds of tomatoes. 
Chard, cabbage, beans, etc., have 
also been harvested. About six 
weeks ago, Gid Porter, in com- 
mand of that garden, was wor- 
ried. The tomato blooms were all 
dropping off. Then he read in 
this garden column that flowers 
could be hand pollinated with a 
small brush like the youngsters use 
for water coloring. He spent three 
evenings on the job. He’s proud 
of the results, and do you mind if 
I.say that I am too! There’s a 
space of 12 to 14 inches without 
tomatoes, where the blooms 
dropped off. Then come those 
hand-pollinated tomatoes in clus- 
ters of five to as many as eight 
or 10, all the way up the vines.

Our city gardens have plenty 
of the insect enemies, but not 
nearly enough of the insect al- 
lies. I watched, and I didn’t 
see a single bee during the half 
hour we spent in that North 
Side garden. That’s why the 
pole beans have no pods, though 
they’ve been blooming profusely. 
And I’m sure that’s why the 
tomato flowers were not setting 
fruit naturally. Bees are our 
best allies for the pollination of 
many of the garden vegetables.

LET’S GET SET for the over- 
wintering plans. We want to pre- 
pare for bigger and better crops 
next year. Don't let plants that 
are through bearing keep on using 
the soil nutrients. The old legumes, 
such as peas and beans, may be 
cut off at the surface so that the 
“nitrate” nodules on the roots will 
enrich the soil. Tops that are- in- 
fested with insect enemies or their 
eggs may be burned right in the 
garden if they are sufficiently dry 
to flare up. That way the minerals 
used by the plants are returned to 
the soil. If they are infested and 
too green to burn, into the ashpit 
with them, destroy them there.

Ground that has already done 
a good job for you should not be 
left bare and exposed to sun and 
rain “leaching.” Grass cuttings, 
any sort of greens, in a thin 
layer, should cover the ground | 
surface. Our soil needs building 
up for nutrient content and 
water-holding capacity. Mulch is 
one way to accomplish both, 
Combined with an over-winter 
green crop it will help our soll 
enriching plans.

SHOP EARLY FOR the ma- 
terials for preparing your garden 
for over-wintering, they @re apt to 
become scarce when the _ time 
comes to do the work. If you are 
planning to enlarge your garden, 
figure up the footage. Crushed 
limestone, vetch seed, inoculant 
and any rotted manure, poultry 
droppings, etc., that you can get, 
are on the list. Figure two pounds 
of the crushed limsestone and four 
ounces of vetch seed for each 10x10 
(100 square feet) of garden space. 
Vetch is a legume that can be 
sowed around the beginning of Oc- 
tober as a soil enriching over- 
winter crop. It will do much bet- 
ter to the small extra expense and 
little bother of using a seed in- 
oculant. 

A new book on methods of work- 
ing the soil has just been published 
and it is raising a storm of con- 
troversy. “Ploughman’s Folly,” by 
Edward H. Faulkner, is the book. 
Buy it or get it from the library 
if you can for some of its ideas on 
soil handling hit the nail soundly 
on the head.

EN like te “cook up messes.” 

They create some _ grand 

dishes. Then the kitchen is 
in a turmoil and the lady of the 
house heaves great sighs and goes 
to the rescue, while the well satis- 
fied husband rests in pleasant 
retrospect. If there be kitchen 
help, the help must be pacified and 
possibly subdued or bribed. If 
there be no help, there is plain 
labor ahead. However, father has 
prepared his masterpiece, and 
nothing must else matters. At 
that, the masterpiece was very 
good. 

This particular time, it was the 
weekly meeting of the Club de 
Jeudi, with four couples to be fed 
and the man of the house acting 
as chef. The dish of the day was 
duckling—four of ‘them—each 
weighing close to five pounds—all 
raised during the summer by a 
member of the club who had gone 
in for Victory ducke. Incidentally, 
a Victory duck establishment is a 
highly useful and successful under- 
taking. The ducks are easy to 
raise and repay what trouble is 
lavished upon them by providing 


grand meat.

For the man who owns a duck 

and wants to set it forth in the 
grand manner—here is a dish which 
is a joy to prepare and an equal 
joy to eat: 
+ Figuring one duckling for two 
persons, the whole duckling is 
first browned in a heavy iron skil- 
let, using only the least possible 
amount of fat. As it cooks, sprin- 
kle with a Jjittle flour and let the 
flour brown with the duck. Now 
add some chopped carrot, an onion 
well minced and any handy celery 
greens chopped fine. Moisten with 
a little hot water or tomato juice. 
Now place the duck and sauce in a 
heavy baking dish that owns a 
good lid. Once in the baking dish, 
add a little more tomato juice and 
enough broth made from bouillon 
cubes to let each duck “get its feet 
wet.” And now the duck roasts 
until well done. And then it waits 
in a warm spot until it is to be 
dressed for dinner. 

Now, into the gravy in the pan 
drop a glass of currant jelly and 
the juice of on orange and half a 
lemon for each one or two ducks. 
While this mixture simmers a bit, 
slice the orange and lemon peel 
into strips and cook in water a 
few minutes. Drain off the water 
and add the peel to the gravy. Add 
salt and pepper if needed and 
thicken the gravy with a little 
flour and butter if it is too thin. 
Garnish the ducks with slices of 
orange and serve the sauce in a 
separate dish. The sauce, care- 
fully made, will be thick to creami- 
ness, rich brown in color and defi- 
nitely flavored by the jelly and 
orange. If the ducks are overly 
fat, excess fat should be skimmed 
from the gravy in the making.

However, if folks want to use 
sprigs of parsley for culinary 
decorations, that-really does them 
little -harm. They are always 
flipped off to one side and can 
well come back to the kitchen to 
attain their true destinies. Parsley 
went decorative only in recent 
years and mainly in the United 
States. Its. history as an . edible 
and medicinal herb is a long and 
honored one, Botanists say that it 
originally grew wild on some of 
the islands of the Mediterranean. 
Sardinia seems to be the principal 
spot. But even in ancient Egypt 
it was already well known and 
cultivated. Homer mentions pars- 
ley and the great Roman doctor 
Galen, used a parsley prescription 
which -he copied from an original 
Greek inscription on an even then 
very old temple. 

But now we should consider 
parsley as a food herb rather than 
as a medicine. Every bit we can 
raise should be used up—chopped 
in scrambled eggs, in soups and 
sauces, and, especially, as a salad 
ingredient, And it is just as well 
not to chop it.

Incidentally, if we must use it 
as a decoration, we can fry the iy 
sprigs in deep fat and eat them 
after we have admired them. Here |Good 
is how this is done: 

Select perfect 
branches, 
and dry in a towel. Have ready a 
pot of boiling fat and with the 
parsley tied in a bunch and a 
length of string by which to hold 
it, dip into the fat for just a 
moment—merely a few seconds. It 
fries very fast. Lay the fried 
bunch carefully on brown paper to 
drain for a moment, remove the 
string, separate the branches and 
use as an edible garnish.

NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP), 
ELODY has been reborn on 
I Broaaway and Robert Stolz, 
Viennese composer and con- 
ductor, is largely responsible. He is 
conducting the classic operetta,

Stolz, with only 32 musicians in 
a cramped theater pit, is able nev- 
ertheless to bring out on the 
strings the volume of a symphony 
orchestra. Ninety per cent of the 
meiody is carried on the strings, 
he explains, an old formula of

‘with Offenbach. And this is the 


core of Stolz’s music, based on his 
belief that “strings are closest to 
the human voice.” 


Best known here for his “Two 
Hearts in Three-Quarter Time,” 
Stolz has composed 38 operettas, 
54 motion picture musical scores, 
1200 songs, one grand opera and 
many orchestra works, He also has 
conducted 17,000 performances. He 
might be described as a combina- 
tion of Toscanini and Irving Ber- 
lin. 

His fondest dream is a Broad- 
way production of his own which 
he is now writing, with prospects 
that it will be"’produced by Christ- 
mas. He describes it as an inter- 
national story, interwoven with his 
own melodic compositions “to 
please the Americ taste.”

STOLZ BELIEVES THAT

convalescence shortened for some diseases, and the necessity for sick 
leave eliminated in the majority of cases—this, in addition to the gains 
from mental activities calculated to make the patients better soldiers. 

Under the convalescent program an Air Forces trainee who has to 
undergo hospital treatment is given something to do as soon as he is 
able to do it.. Physically, he begins with light exercises, such as neck, 


arm and finger movements, before he may get out of bed. The exercises 


grow more vigorous as his strength increases, with —— horseshoe- 
pitching, volleyball and ‘the like included, until at the end of his 
convalescent period he is taking long hikes and other exercises so 
strenuous that there will be practically no increase of strain on his 
physical powers when he resumes active duty. On the-educational side, 
the program not only adds to the soldier's store of useful knowledge but 
helps him adjust himself psychologically to his Army environment. There . 
are lectures, news reviews, open forum discussions, training films, read- 
ing of military and technical material, courses in mathematics, foreign 
languages and other subjects, identification weg — model airplanes, 
handicraft work, special classes illiterates. e instruction varies 
somewhat according to the type of training center where it is given. At 
basic training centers, such as Jefferson acks, gas warfare, camou- 
flage, booby traps, map reading, judo and first-aid are among the subjects. 

The Jefferson Barracks station hospital has a branch for the 
advanced patients in its Convalescents Training: Program. It is Camp 
Babler, formerly a C CC camp in Babler State Park, t 30 miles west 
of St. Louis. en convalescent trainees no longer require the usual 
hospital care, they are sent to Camp Babler to carry out the last arid most 
strenuous part of the program.

With Litvinoff active in diplomacy, Russia has sought collaboration with 
the West and world security; when Litvinoff has been in ae retire- 
ment, Russia has been cold, aloof, wrapped in a forbidding mantle of 


- suspicioug self-sufficiency. In the 1920's, as assistant to the Foreign Com- 


missar, Litvinoff strove tirelessly to insure peace by disarmament, and to 
break down barriers of prejudice against the U.S. S. R. There was a lot 
talk about disarmament in those , but when Litvinoff, at an 
international conference in Geneva in 1927, gave Russia's proposal for 
actual, literal disarmament by all nations, fellow conferees were 
—— shocked. In 1930 Litvinoff became People’s Commissar for 
ereign Affairs, and in that capacity negotiated recognition of the Soviet 
Union by the United States in 1933 and admission of his country to the 
League of Nations. He signed many peace pacts, tried to bring about 
collective action to halt Italian aggression in Ethiopia and German-Italian 
intervention in Spain, and to prevent the surrender at Munich; sought 
collective security against Germany. On May 3, 1939, he resigned from 
the Foreign Office; it appears now that the Kremlin had given up hope of 
security from the negotiations then under way with Britain and France. 
The German-Soviet non-aggression pact was signed in August. The 
German attack on Russia in 1941 turned the Soviet Union back to a policy 
of international co-operation—co-operation with the other nations fighting 
the Axis. Litvinoff, apostle of collaboration, was called out of retirement, 
and in December of that year arrived in Washington as Ambassador. His 
withdrawal from that post came after repeated unsuccessful calls by 
Russia for a “second front” in Western Europe.
